THE FRANKING PRIVILECE. 
OLD PUB. DOC. COME AGAIN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chwago Tribune. 

Wasuiyaton, D. C., Dec, 16.—The familiar 
old ‘‘public document” and the franking 
privilege have reappeared in the House. The 
subject came up on the consideration of the ap- 
propriation of $100,000 for official stamps for 
the Treasury Department. The debate brought 
out ap intimation from Mr. Hoar and others that 
the results of the abolition of the franking priv- 
ilege have not fulfilled the promises of Mr. 
Creswell in bis appeals to the House for its 
abolition. Cresweil promised that the 
revenues of the Fagg on -we> would there- 
by be increased. ev. Garfield admitted that 
since the frank was abolished the deficiencies and 
not the revenues of the Post-Oftice Department 
have been increased, but he urged farther that 
the experiment of doing without the privilege 
had oot been fairty tried. He said, too, that the 
deticiencies would have been greater if the 
franking privilege had been in operation. Will- 
iam D. Kelley and Horace D. Manyard had the 
effrontry to vote for the immediate restoration 
of the frank. Kelley claumed ,that it was the 
people's privilige, and that it was abolished by 
fraduleut misrepresentations of the Postmaster- 
General. Creswell had claimed that the repeal 
would save $5,000,000. The repeal has, on the 
contrary, entailed additional expenses. It must 
be remembered with all this that bonamy Price 
says Kelley is a lunatic. 

DEBATE IN THE HOUSE. 
[To the Associated Presa,| 

Wasuineron, D. C., Dec. 16.—In the House 
to-day, the Legislative Appropriation bill being 
under consideration, a paragraph for the pur- 
chase of postage-stamps for the Treasury De- 
partment gave rise to discussion, in which the 
question of the restoration of the franking 
privilege came up. G. F. Hoar asked Mr. Gar- 
tield whether there had been any diminution of 
the Post-Ottice deticit by means of the abolition 
of the franking privilege. 

Mr. Gartield said he did not know, but he be- 
lieved that were it not for that abolition the 
Post-Oftice deficit would have been greater. 

Mr. Hoar—Does not the gentleman know that 
the deficit has increased 7 

Mr. Garfield—l know that the deficit has in- 
oreased, but 1 believe that the repeal of the 
frankiug privilege has toa considerable extent 
increased the revenues of the Post. Office De- 
partment, How much I do not know. Iam 
compelled, however, to say that I do not believe 
that the repeal of the franking privilege has 
been as great a blessing as I beiieved at the 
time it wouid be.; etiil, [ do not think wesbould 
giveit up withoutafull trial. Ido not think 
that one year’s trial is enough. That year 
was an annus mu abiles; a difhecult 
year; a year of tamine and distress ; 
not a fair year to judge of the effect of the re- 
Let us give it another year’s trial ; let 
us bave one year’s trial with a Democratic 
House, and then, with this double Vision, we can 
determine the question. 

MR. KELLEY 
hoped the paragraph would be struck out, aod 
tne franking privilege restored, He had it not 
on his conscience that he had ever voted for its 
repeal, and he had the satistaction of knowing 
that wherever bis vote implied favor to lis 
restoration he had given it, He _ be- 
lieved that the free circulation of agricul- 
tural reports in one year more than paid 
ali the frauds that might have been 
practiced under it. The repeal had been obtained 
by fraud, in the getting-up of memorials by or- 
der of the Postmaster-General to his 40,000 sub- 
ordinates, and there was a further fraud on the 
Postmaster-General’s official statement that the 
repeal would save $5,000,000 a year.. It had not 
saved $1,000,000, nor $100,000. Le asked a res- 
toration of the people’s right—the free inter- 
course between the people aud their representa- 
tives. 
MR. MAYNARD 

condemned the repeal of the franking privilege 
as tending to remove the Government still fur- 
ther from the people. So far from being a re- 
form in thetrue seuse of the word, it had oper- 
ated solely to cut off free commuzication 
between the people and their representatives. 

After further discussion, the motion to strike 
out the items for ofiicial postage-stamps was 
rejected—71 to 77. 
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PACIFIC MAIL. 
AN HOUR WITH IRWIN. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Dec. 16.—The Ways and 
Means Committee met at 10 o'clock this morn- 
ing to resume the Pacific Mail investigation. 
The witness Irwin was not present. His absence 
occasioned some severe comment, especially on 
the part of Beck. The Sergeant-at-Arms said he 
was really ill. Some of the Committee appeared 
incredulous. Dr. Johnston, the attending pbhysi- 
cian, was summoned. He stated that Irwin was 
really in a@ critical state; that on Saturday he 
had a congestive cnill, and was in danger of 
brain fever; but that a few members of the 
Committee might safely visit him. A sub-com- 
mittee, consistiug of Messrs. Dawes, Beck, and 
Kasson, was appointed to visit Irwin at his sick- 
room. The sub-committee immediately pro- 
ceeded to the hotel. Journalists were all ex- 
cluded, andthe examination of Irwin, it was 

reed, should for the present be kept secret. 
The Committee state that the object of the 
secrecy is that Irwin shall be permitted to com- 
plese his testimony before it is wade pubiic. It

is desired, also, in case be shall mention names, | 


that service on additional witnesses may be ob- 
tained before they endeavor to escape. 
NOTWITHSTANDING THE SECRECY, 
it is believed that the following is an outline of 
the proceedings of the sub-committee in secret 
session: Irwin sat poceeee 4 in bed, his 
physician in attendance. Half an hour was spent 
in examining him with reference to his contempt 
of the House. The sub-committeé were entirely 
satisfied that he intended no contempt, and that 
his illness alone prevented him from appearing. 
Indeéd, Irwin has stated that he returned from 
Europe for the express purpose of making pub- 
lic in some way his knowledge of the operations 
of the Pacific Mail Company. It is reported that 
he has said that he came home to 
RUIN THE PACIFIC MAIL COMPANY ; 
that he was long ago appointed agent of the 
new steamship company which was yesterday 
organized by Jay Gould and the Central and 
Union Pacific Railroads; and that he is to be 
made the Managing Director. This new company 
is reported here to be a cloak for the British 
Line—the Peninsular and Oriental Company. 
The sub-committee were satisfied that the state- 
ment of Rufus Hatch and- Russell Sage, that 
Irwiu desired to run away, are entirely false. 
The sub-committee next commenced 
GENERAL INTERROGATORIES, 
Irwin admitted that he had been the agent 
here of the Pacific Mail Company. He stated 
that the Managing Directors ‘of the Pacific Com- 
pany bad voted to spenda certain sum to pro- 
cure the subsidy; that they appointed Irwin 
agent for the ao Ay that he understood that, in 
point of fact, it was a contract to secure the sub- 
sidy for sucha sum of money. Irwin claims 
that he accomplished this, and that the subject 
no further concerns the Company. Especially 
has the Company no right to know what he did 
with the monev, or to seek to recover it. The 
Committee asked Irwin to 
SPECIFY THE NAMES OF PERSONS 
whom he employed here. By this time his fever 
bad become very bigh, and his doctor said that 
he could not permit further conversatien. Irwin 
himself, pressing his band on his forehead, said 
that his head felt badly. One of the Committee 
represents him then as “flighty.” Irwin 
begged tu be excused until to-morrow, and said 
that he had uot decided whether he would an- 
swer that question. 
Irwin furnished the sub-committee with 
HIS LETTERS OF INSTRUCTIONS 

from the Pacific Mail Directory, directing him 
what course to pursue, He stated positively 
that he never had aay business dealings with any 
member of Congress, and never, directly or in- 
directly, bribed a Congressman. The money 
that he used was paid to persons of influence 
who were not members of Congress. It is said 
that three of those persons are now dead. It is 
doubtful whether Irwin will mention the names. 
If not, the Committee will doubtless present him 
for contempt, 

WHAT THE BOOKS #HOW. 

[7o the Associated Presa.) 

Wasnrmneton, D. C., Dee. 16.—The House 
Ways and Mvans Committee resumed the Pacific 
Mail Steamship Company investigation this 
morning. The books were examined, and, it is 
ascertained, show that on the 24th of May, 1872, 
#€50,000 was loaned by the Company to a firm of 
New York brokers; that on the 7th of September 
following the firm returned $500,000 of this 
loan, and on the same day President Stockton 
drew $500,000 out of the bank, ard charged it to 
Oliver Elornidge and Robert B. Irwin, the San 
l'raacisco agents. 

The physician whois attending Irwin stated 
that though he is still ili and in bed, he may re- 
cover sufficiently to come to the Capitol to-day, 
or to be interrogated by the Committee in his 
roo, if they consider his immediate examina- 
t.0n absolutely necessary. 

IRWIN'S TESTIMONY. 

A sub-committee was subsequently appointed 
and took Irwin's testimony at bis room. 

The substance of the testimony of Irwin was 
this: He was employed by the Pacific Mail 
Steamship Company in various capacities from 
1564 to Dec. 31, 1872, during the last portion of 
this time as a member of the firm of Eldridge & 
Irwin, agents of the Company at San Francisco. 
In the winter of 1872, he was employed as agent 
of the Company for the purpose of procuring 8 
subsidy for the China mail. The eootract was 
most of itin letters from the Company to him. 
by which he was to receive certain sums of 
money in full of all expenses in obtaining the 
subsidy. The amount to be paid was not to be 
finally liquidated until the entire service was 
performed, as the expenses could not be ascer- 
tained until that time.

THE CIVIL-RICHTS BILL. 
THE NEW HOUSE MEASURE. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Wasurneton, D. C., Dec, 16.—The House Ju- 
diciary Committee have finally agreed upon a 
new Civil-Rights bill. The agreement, however, 
is pro forma, in order that the measure may be 
brought before the House. The bill strikes out 
the cemetery clause of the Senate bill, which is 
upon the Speaker's table, and modifies the mixed 
school section by a proviso which does not in- 
sist upon mixed schools io any locality where 
the authorities are willing to give both 
races reparate achools with equal facilities. 
The appropriation of schooi funds is to be pro 
rata between the races. An alteration 18 aiso 
made iu the matter of punishment for violation 
of the law: Instead of penalties being cumula- 
tive, the House Committee makes them either 
civil or criminal. 

THE CONTEST IN COMMITTEE 

over the cemetery clause was comparatively in- 
significant. The Republicans who are most 
ardentiy in favor of the mixed-school provisions 
of the Senate bill attached no particular im- 
portance to the cemetery clause. It had little 
practical application except to a very few 
cemeteries in the country; besides the idea pre-

NEITHER BE OF BENEFIT TO LIVING OR DEAD. 
There was a long controversy over the compro- 
mise proposition to add the proviso of the new 
billto the mixed-school section of the Senate 
bill. To the surprise of many, Gen. Butler, 
Judge Poland, and Lyman Tremsain were in fa- 
vor of tiis compromise proviso. White, of 
Alabama, voted with them, but, although 
White »#% a Republican, he is supposed to 
have much of the natural antip- 
athy of the Southerner to the 
black race.

REPORT THE COMPROMISE MEASURE 

for consideration. Ward, however, insisted up- 
on and obtained the right on behalf- of the 
minority to move in the House that the consid- 
eration of the compromise measure shall not 
begin until action can be taken on the Senate 
bili which lies upon the Speaker’s table. The 
general purpose of the Committee is to take no 
action upon the compromise measure until the 
Senate bill is reached, when Gen. Butler wiil 
move to substitute the House bill for it. It 
seems probabie that the action of the 
Judiciary Committee to-day will have the 
effect to prevent any Civil-Rights 
legislation this session. The majority in the 
Senate in favor of the measure is not relatively 
as strong as that in the House. The only practi- 
cal way to pass the Civil-Rights bill, as the mem- 
bers of the Judiciary Committee themselves 
think, is to pass the Senate bill on the Speaker’s 
table. 
THE PRESIDENT DOUBTLESS WOULD 

SENATE BILL : 
if it should pass. The Democrats and Republic- 
ans, opponents of the COrvil-Rights measure as 
embodied in the House Judiciary substitute, will 
probably be able to prevent the passage of that 
bill through both House and Senate. Altogether 
the passage of a Civil-Rights bill which can be- 
come a law is very uncertain.

BACK TAXES. 
THE CASE OF THE CHICAGO, ALTON & 8T. LOUIS 
RAILROAD COMPANY. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 

Wasuineton, D. C., Dec. 16.—Judge Beck- 
with, with Supervisor Munn, appeared to-day 
before the Commissioner of Internal Revenue in 
the matter of the claim against the Chicago, St. 
Louis & Alton Railroad Company for back taxes on 
account of the 5 percent of the surp!us earnings. 
Judge Beckwith produced before the Commis- 
sioner the books of the Company, and had pres- 
ent, a8 @ witness and expert, the bookkeeper 
who has charge of them. Beckwith desired that 
the Commissioner should appoint some one of 
his experts to carefully go through the books 
and see that they had been co A kept, Su- 
pervisor Munn and Commissioner Dougiase both 
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T 
| stated that they did not doubt that the books 


were properly kept, and had never entertained 
aDy suspicions to the contrary. The only 
reason for the existence of back taxes was, as 
the Internal Revenue officers said, a misappre- 
bension of the law on the part of the Railroad 
Company. Judge Beckwith, however, insisted 
that the Revenue Bureau should, for itself, de- 
termine whether the books were in order, and 
requested that a postponement of the argument 
on the law points might be had until Friday 
next. The Commissioner ordered the postpone- 
ment. Meanwhile, the books are to be examin- 
ed by Revenue experts. 


PROPOSED GOVERNMENT ROAD. 
LEADING PROVISIONS OF THE HOUSE BILL. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaao Tribune. 

Wasurneron, D. C., Dec. 16.—A special meet- 
ing of the House Railroads and Canals Commit- 
tee will be held to-morrow to consider a bill pre- 
sented by Mr. Hurlbut, of Illinois, for the en- 
couragement of the Washington, Cincinnati & 
St. Louis Railroad project. The bill provides 
that the road sbail be separated into 
two divisions, the First, of 400 miles in 
length, to ruo from the District to the Ohio 
River, where a double-track iron bridge 
shail be constructed. The course of the 
road will be along the right bank 
of the Ohio to Cincinnati. The Second Division 
will be 700 miles in length. On the First Di- 
vision the United States will guarantee the in- 
terest on bonds at the rate of $17,500 per mile. 
On the Second Division interest is to be guaran- 
teed on bonds at the rate of $10,000 per miie. 
A provision of the bill fixes the rate of freight 
charges at 9 mills per mile per ton on grain, and 
the right of Congress to farther regulate freight 
and passenger rates is reserved. The bili pro- 
vides for a branch to Chicago. 


A BAREFACED SWINDLE. 
THE SUGG-FOST AFFAIR SHOWN UP. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

Wasurnaton, D. C., Dec. 16.—The Secretary 
of War to-day presented to the House a report 
in the matter of the notoriously-fraudulent Sugg 
Fost claim. This claim amounts to $23,723, It 
is entirely fraudulent. It was rejected by the 
Committee on Claims last winter. it was paid 
through the Commissary-General and Third 
Auditor within ten days after the adjournment 
of the last session of Congress. The report in 
the case shows that the evidence upon which 
payment was made was abstracted from a sim- 
ilar, but valid, claim, which had been already 
paid. Roderick R. Butler, of Tennessee, is 
implicated in this transaction, as the Commissary- 
General says he received several calls from 
Messrs. Fost and Butler, and, although he cap- 
not recollect, with certainty, anv language to 
that effect, he was under the impression that the 
case had not been reached in Congress. He 
says: ‘‘ Even without any such language being 
made, it would never have occurred to me that a 
claim backed up by a member of Congress could 
have been presented to this office when the mem- 
ber knew that any adverse report had been made 
on it by aCommittee of the House.” Thecurious 
fact is brought out in the report that Col. Irwin, 
on duty at Nashville, connected with the Corm- 
missary Department, notified the Commissary 
General that the claim was entirely fraudulent. 
As to this, the Commissary General says thas he 
gave Irwin's letter no weight. As the transac- 
tion was of a confidential nature between the 
Commanding General and Mr. Fost, the officer 
in charge of transportation would not have been 
informed of it.

NEW FINANCE SCHEME, 
THE HEROIC THEAT™ENT. 

Wasnineton, D. C., Dec. 1 he Executive 
Council of the National Bo..uof Trade have 
been in session here for some days, and have 
prepared and submitted to the House Banking 
and Currency Committee a plan to resume specie 
payment, which they believe practicable, al- 
though members of the Committee do not take 
the same view. This plan, in brief, is as fol- 
lows: ‘First, that the Secretary of the Treasury 
shall borrow $200,0000,000 in gold, at a rate of 
interest not exceeding 4'g per cent, redeemable 
thirty years from date, and that on offering this 
loan the Secretary may receive a portion 
not exceeding 33}¢ per cent of the proceeds 
in United States notes, which shall be im- 
mediately destroyed. Secondly, a part of 
the proceeds of said loan shall be applied 
to the redemption of outstanding legal-tenders, 
Third, another part of the proceeds of the loan 
shall be applied to the purchase of silver builion 
and the coinage thereof. Fourth, that the Sec- 
retary may borrow #200,000,000 at a rate of in- 
terest not exceeding 4 per cent, payable in gold, 
in the vear 1917, the proceeds to be applied to 
the redemption of legal-tender notes. Fifth, 
that the said two loans may be substituted by 
National Banks as security for notes issued by 
them for loans of the United States, now de- 
posited as security for said notes. Sixth, six 
months after the passage of the act, all limita- 
tions upog the amount of the Nationa! Bank 
notes to be issued and the location of the banks 
issuing the same shall be repealed. Seventh, it 
probibits issuing new Treasury notes in place of 
those destroyed under the provisions of this

CONSEQUENTIAL DAMACES. 
KNOTTY QUESTIONS KEFORE THE ALABAMA CLAIMS 
COMMISSIONERS. 

Wasuinaton, D. C., Dec. 16.—In the Court of 
Commissioners for the Alabama Claims to-day, 
Gen. Crsswell and Judge R. M. Corwine argued 
the case of the whale-ship Splendid, which was 
driven out of the Arctic Ocean by the Shenapn- 
doah, which caused the breaking up of voyage 
and loss of outfit, refit, and investment, 
amounting to many thousand  do!lars. 
The United States demurred, and denied 
the right of the owners of the Splendid to 
recover under the law, claiming there could be 
no recovery except for property destroyed. To 
this Corwine replied that the act provided for 
two classes of claims: First, those which result 
in total loss: and. second, those which result 
from partial loss. That wherever there was 
proof of actual loss, recovery followed as a mat- 
ter of course. The Court held the case under 
advisement. 

The same gentlemen will argue the interesting 
question of the right of a British subject to par- 
ticipate in this fund for loss accruing on ap 
American vessel, the subject being a resident of 
the United States when the loss occurred, and 
has so continued ever since.

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LOUISIANA, 

The Mixed-School Law Acknowl- 
edged to Be a Dead Letter—W hite- 
Leaguers Declare iheir Lamb-Like 
futentions. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicaaoe Tribune, 

New Onveans, La., Dec. 16.—The mixed- 
school trouble to-day extended to the Boys’ Cen- 
¢tal High School. The boys held a meeting and 
appointed a committee to wait on the Principal 
and protest against the preliminary examination 
of the thirteen colored youths. Asa result, the 
colored aspirants retired Having accomplished 
their purpose, the boys fell into line and marched 
to the Girls’ Upper High School and cheered the 
young ladies who refused to remain in school 
with the colored girls yesterday. The trouble 
thus far has been eonfined to the High Schools. 
These schools are the only ones which, up to 
this time, have remained unmixed, owing partly 
to the fact that the colored scholars were not 
often far enough advanced to pass the 
examination. Such as were have generally stop- 
ped their studies at that point or entered 
private schools. A few colored scholars were in 
one or two High Schools. The Primary and 
Jrammar Schools have for years, however, been 
more or less mixed, and there has been but very 
little trouble till recently. It is now declared 
that the colored scholars shall be ejected from 
what are now known as the “ white schools,” 
from the fact that most of the scholars are white. 
The Republican this morning publishes an 
elaborate editorial declaring in favor of separate 
schools, provided the colored scholars are fur- 
nished schools of equal grades with whites, and 
declaring that the mixed-schools law caunot be 
enforced. 

State Superintendent of Education. William 
G. Brown, colored, has loug since declared in 
private that he believed the mixed-schools policy 
injurious to the interests of the colored people, 
and himself is in favor of separate schools. 

There has not been so muchexcitement to-day, 
the flogging affair of yesterday seeming to have 
worked it off somewhat. The evening papers 
attempt to bring it up by publishing dark and 
mysterious ramors in double-leaded type that 
the city colored people are secretly arming, and 
threaten to regulate affairs here as they attempt- 
ed to do in Vicksburg; also, that colored men 
are coming in from the country in great num- 
bers, and that the colored Gen. Barber is reor- 
ganizing and arming his colored brigade. All 
these rumors are untrue, unless it be the last, 
and that is probable. 

The Returning Board to-day held a long execu- 
tive session, and acted on procests from twenty- 
three parishes. The decisions have not been 
made public. The work of the Board wiil prob- 
ably be completed to-morrow. 

The White League last night held a meeting, 
and adopted resolutions declaring that the or- 
ganization had no intention of doing violence to 
the Returning Board, believing that the interests 
of Louisiana are involved iu keeping the peace 
at this juncture. 

Gen. Emery to-day received a dispatch from 
the Adjutant-General of the Army at Wasbing- 
ton to the following effect: ‘* The President di- 
rects that you make arrangements to bein readi- 
ness to suppress violence, and have it uncerstood 
that you will do it.”

NATIONAL PECULIARITIES, 

San Francisco, Cal., Dec. 16.—By the steames

When the United States steam- 
er Saranac arrived at Lopaz, the story came out 
that H. 8. Brooks, the Superintendent of the 
Homigura mines at Triunto, who had asked the 
presence of a war-vessel, om the ground that the 
troops only awaited some excuse to attack and 
sack his hacienda, had really been accused 
of selling damaged flour to hismen. An ex- 
amination was ordered by the Judge of the dis- 
trict ; the damaged flour was found in the store, 
and the matter was referred to a higher 
court. After the Saranac’s arrival, a gang 
headed by Raman Valldez, robbed the people of 
San Jose of $10,000. A rumor prevailed to the 
effect that a project wagon foot to rob Truntc 
and Lapaz; the garrison wae streogthened and 
additional troopr were placed at the disposal of 
Brooks. The next development was a 
ment between the Mexican soldiers and Brooks’ 
forces, but the impending hostilities were pre- 
vented by the intervention of Capt. Queen, of 
the Saranac, and an amicable understandin 
tween ail the parties was finally reached. The 
Mexican authorities claim that Mr. Brooks waa 
pe tg create a disturbance, and they retaliat- 
ed. Ihe United States Consul at Lapaz, not 
having been consulted, did not figure in the com- 
plications, aod until the Captain of the Saranac 
submits his official report: a dispassionate state- 
ment of the trouble cannot he expected.

DECIDED ELIGIBLE. 

LovrsvILLE, Ky., Dec. 16.—A special to the 
Courier-Journal says Judge McManna, of the 
Frankfort Circuit, to-day decided, in the case of 
Thomas C. Jones, acting Clerk of the 
Kentucky Court of Appeals, that the 
decision of the State Contesting Board 
vacating the office was incomptent 
and void.

Flour was dull and weak. Wheat was more 
active and very irregular, closing at 87 3-4c 
cash, and 88 1-8c for January.

Of making finance bills there is no end. 
And there never will be, until Congress de- 
cides upon some one of the hundred proposi- 
tions which have been entertained by it at 
one time or another. The Executive Council 
of the National Board of Trade is the latest 
claimant to the honor of restoring the cur- 
rency toa sound basis. It has prepared and 
submitted to the Currency Committee of the 
House a bill which has many admirable 
features, and is quite as radical as anything 
that the President or Secretary Bristow de- 
sires. An outline of the bill is given in the 
Washington dispatches this morning. Con- 
gress will probably not pass it; but it is 
worth considering, if only as an illustration 
of the policy which wisdom and prudence 
alike dictate. 


Although the Judiciary Committee of the 
House has agreed to report amendments to 
the Civil-Rights bill which would remove its 
most objectionable features and insure the 
approval of the President, it is not consid- 
ered probable that any action will be taken 
on the question. The Senate, it is thought, 
would not agree to the amendments, nor pass 
the bill over again in any shape, if it should be 
returned foraction. Wedo not regard the im- 
pending fateof the bill with much concern. If 
it passes the House 1n its present shape, it will 
be vetoed by the President. If it is amended 
and sent back to the Senate, it will die in 
committee. The amendments to be proposed 
in the House are good enough. They strike 
out the cemetery clause, and add a proviso to 
the mixed-school section, allowing the main- 
tenance of separate schools. [If the bill 
should be reduced to this shape, its present 
friends would probably agree with us in say- 
ing that it might as well not pass at all. 


The affairs of the man Mortoy, who is said 
to have attempted the bribery of a Chicago 
grain-inspector, are becoming seriously in- 
volved. Gov. Henpricss, of Indiana, as will 
be seen in the telegraphic columns this morn- 
ing, agrees entirely with the position taken 
by Tue Trisune yesterday, that the arrest of 
the Ulinois officer on a charge of kidnapping 
amounted toa denial of justice. The Gov- 
ernor yesterday ordered the dismissal of the 
kidnapping case, using this vigorous lan- 
guage: ‘*A criminal proceeding in. the 
name of the State must not be used to de- 
feat her duty under the Constitution.” We 
hope to have the man Morton in Illinois be- 
fore many days, and, if he is found guilty of 
the alleged offense, to see him sentenced to 
the extreme penalty of the law. The out- 
rages to which the representative of Illinois 
has been treated by Morron’s friends will not 
recommend the culprit, if he shall be so 
proved, to the mercy of the Courts or Gov. 
BEVERIDGE. 


On the third page of this paper will be found 
a valuable article from the New York Sun, 
reviewing the action of Congress on that item 
of the Appropriation bill of 1872 which in- 
creased the subsidy of the Pacific Mail Com- 
pany. The speeches and votes of mem- 
bers at that time appear now, in the 
light of recent’ revelations, to be 
especially instructive. It must be said, 
however, that some of the members who 
voted for the subsidy did so honestly ; others, 
there is no sort of doubt, were influenced by 
mterests in certain Wall street speculation. 
We prefer not to consider who were the 
guilty ones and who the innocent until the 
Congressional investigation now in progress 
is concluded. There is reason to fear that 
the dark transactions by means of which 
the subsidy was obtained were too carefully 
covered over to be fully, exposed.. But enough 
may be shown to meet the ends of justice, 
and to remove forever from public life those 
Congressmen who betrayed their official 
trusts. The testimony of Lnwrn will probably 
develop the main facts of the case. He is 
said to be on the stool of repentance, and in 
a mood to tell all he knows. His examina- 
tion will be continued to-day by a Sub-Com- 
mittee of Ways and Means. The interview 
with him yesterday was merely preliminary, 
and of no public interest. 


An extraordinary debate was the one in the 
House Committee of the Whole yesterday on 
& proposition to strike out the appropria- 
tion for postage-stamps, and _ re-enact 
the franking privilege. Mr. Grorae F. 
Hoar incited the controversy by inqnir- 
ing of Mr. Garrretp whether the deficien- 
cy of the Post-Office Department had not 
increased since the abolition of the frank. 
Mr. GarFIeLp said it had, but that it would 
probably have been still greater if the frank- 
ing privilege had been in operation. He 
said, too, that whatever the financial re- 
sults might be, the experiment ought 
not to be abandoned after a trial of 
only one year. We agres entirely with Mr. 
GARFIELD, and only wish that he had not 
been so half-hearted in his defense of the 
Post-Office Department. It is scarcely worth 
while to consider seriously the remarks of 
Mr. Kevtzy, who said he had it not on his 
conscience that he ever voted forthe repeal, or 
of Mr. Mayrnarp, who said that the only 
effect of the repeal was to cut off free com- 
munication between the people and their rep- 
resentatives. Mr. Keniey has no more wis- 
dom in practical matters than an infant in 
arms. If he is not a demagogue, it is because 
he is too foolish to be anything. Mr. May- 
NARD, too, appears at a disadvantage in this case. 
The truth is, and all members of Congress 
know it, that there are more elements en- 
tering into the consideration of this question 
than the bare amount of the deficiency in any 
one year. The proposition was rejected by 
the Committee on a close and small vote. If 
the matter had been in open House, and the 
yeas and nays ordered, the majority against 
it would have been, we believe, more decided.

Prince Bismarck comes out of the Von 
Agwiw trial with an increased reputation for 
sagacity, moderation, and self-control. His 
course through all the vexatious litigation, 
and the provoking correspondence which pre- 
ceded it, appears worthy of a Prince and a 
great statesman. The letters of Von Axnmm, 
which have lately been published in the Eu- 
ropean press, aud abstracts of which have 
reached us by telegraph, carry with them a 


justification of Whatever may 
have been the wenge of the German Embassy 


jay their hands upon them ; 


at Paris, it is plain that these letters ought to 
have been regarded as confidential, and that 
the German Government was right in adopt- 
ing rigorous measures to prevent their pub- 
lication. One letter, for instance, instructed 
Von Anni that Bismarck did not desire war 
between France and Italy, for, in such an 
event, Germany would be obliged to interfere 
on behalf of Italy. Another letter was in 
answer to one from Von Agnm suggesting 
that Germany would find an interest 
in maintaining the JBonapartists. Bui- 
makcK said that he did not see any 
occasion for interference at that time. Again, 
Von ARNIM was warned not to. assist France 
in obtaining a stable Government through the 
restoration of the monarchy. We do not see 
that there can be any dispute about the right 
and obligation of Prince Bismarck to suppress 
these letters, if by any legal means he could 
do so. And if it is true, as reported this 
morning, that Bismarck will advise the par- 
don of Von Arn, if he is convicted, he will 
have additional claims to the respect and sym- 
pathy of the world. These appearances, how- 
ever, must be modified by the reflection that 
the prosecution of Von ARN may be ficti- 
tious, and designed to bring out the very let- 
ters which are now creating so great a com- 
motion in France. 


FINANCIAL PROBLEMS. 

The embarrassments of the country and of 
individuals, and of the general industry of the 
country, resulting from the depreciation of 
the currency, are matters which require study 
and research. They are not new to the 
United States, but are as old as paper money, 
and most Governments have passed through 
them, and invariably, after trying all other 
possible devices and expedients, have found 
permanent escape only by a return to specie- 
payments. The American problem is, How 
can greenbacks be made as good as gold, and 
at the same time be keptin circulation? The 
solution of that question is an exceedingly 
difficult one, requiring most careful consider- 
ation.’ There have been but two plans worthy 
of serious thought proposed, and to these, 
with the objections to them, we ask attention. 

The first is the scheme of redeeming the 
greenbacks in gold, and then paying them 
out again in the purchase of 5-20 6 per cent 
bonds, The end sought is to advance the 
value of the currency to that of gold, yet 
keep the notes in circulation. Of course, it 
is easy enough to retire greenbacks by pur- 
chase or otherwise, or to fund them in bonds, 
but this woyld involve not only a contraction 
of the greenbacks but of the bank currency, 
which is not deemed advisable. It is not so 
easy, however, to provide a means for the re- 
issue of the greenbacks. To receive them for 
current expenditures would be to make a new 
loan and increase the public debt, which of 
course is not to beallowed. The first objection 
to SuerMan’s plan arises from the debtor class, 
which will instantly protest against the sud- 
den and arbitrary increase of their debts by 
10 or 12 percent. It is true that these debts 
were contracted under the liability or chance 
of the legal tenders increasing in value to par, 
even as they have advanced in value from 66 
cents in 1864 to 89 in 1874 (although there 
has been no advance in the last five years). 
Nevertheless, there was a moral or implied 
understanding that the debts were to be paid 
in the greenbacks at only such value as they 
might gradually attain by endless vibrations. 
To suddenly, by law, make the greenback 
fundabie in coin, or equivalent to coin in 
value, would have the effect, as the debtor 
class would claim, of adding from 10 to 15 
per cent to their debts, which amount to 
several thousands cf millions of dollars. 
This objection will be seriously urged by the 
great multitude wo believe themselves 
specially injured, and will be difficult, if not 
impossible, to overcome ; and this, notwith- 
standing that each of the same class will be 
a large recipient of the advantages of the 
change. 

A second objection of some weight to this 
plan is, that the Government will lose money 
in every transaction. It will be obliged to 
sell its bonds at a discount when- 
ever there is any active demand on 
the Sub-Treasury for gold; when there isa 
‘‘ran,” this discount may be large. And 
then, in paying out the redeemed greenbacks 
in the purchase of 5-20 bonds, it may have to 
pay a heavy premium,. because it cannot 
compel the holders to sell or surrender them 
for currency. When the Government acting 
on its option calls in 5-20 bonds, it must pay 
coin for them, unless, indeed, it resorts to 
force and compels the holders to accept notes 
therefor, which, however, would be no great 
wrong or hardship, as they could at once take 
those notes to the Treasury and demand coin 
therefor. 

The second plan proposed is, the issne of a 
bond convertible at the pleasure of the holder 
into greenbacks. Under this plan any person 
may get a bond upon the surrender of green- 
backs, or greenbacks on the surrender of the 
bond. What will be the character and the 
rate of interest on this bond? If the bond 
be simply one redeemable in currency, its 
value will be that of the currency and the ac- 
crued interest, and no more, and will not ad- 
vance the greenbacks to par, nor steady their 
value a particle. If the bond be a gold one, 
with interest in gold, what will be its value ? 
So long as the 5 per cent gold bonds sell at 
par, a bond at 3.65, or 4, or 4 1-2 per cent in- 
terest, will be worth proportionately less, and 
the currency can never rise above the selling 
price of the bond. It would be still depre- 
ciated, and, being depreciated, would remain 
in circulation to the exclusion of all coin, and 
to the continued derangement of all credits 
and commercg. It could not produce the two 
results of making greenbacks equal to par, 
and still keep them in circulation, for the 
reason that it would be impossible to make 
the bond stand exactly at parin gold. Ifa5 
per cent bond rose to 1-2 or 1 per cent pre- 
mium, all the greenbacks would be converted 
into such bonds as fast as the brokers could 
and they could 
not circulate as money for the simple reason 
that they would be worth more than gold. 
Every greenback would quickly disappear 
from circulation, and remain out of circula- 
tion until some cause operated to reduce: the 
bond into which they were convertible below 
par, and then there would be a general rush 
for them and gold would instantly disappear 
from circulation, because it would be worth 
more than the greenbacks. So the perturba- 
tions would continue to do the country mis- 
chief, because the standard of value would 
still be uncertain and fluctuating. 

Mr. Farwevu’s plan does not remedy the 
evil or accomplish the end sought. It pro- 
poses to retire a million a month, or twelve 
millions of dollars of greenbacks annually, 
and authorizes National Bank circulation to 
be issued without limit, and might result in 
enormous inflation. No one can foretell 
whether the increased bank circulation might 
not be one hundred millions pegannum. On 
the other hand, there is a possibility that it 
might be nothing, in which case there would 


of twelve millions a year, and a cry would be 
raised thereat. In the meanwhile, the value 
of the currency would remain unstable, un- 
certain, and continually fluctuating. Again, 
the Farwexy scheme would require thirty-four 
years to retire the greenbacks, which would 
be protracting the agony of an irredeemable, 
changeable currency at least thirty-three years 
too long. 

The man who carefully studies out this 
problem, free of all those sophistical theories 
which have been tried and failed in all other 
countries, must reach the conclusion that the 
Secretary of the Treasury hascome nearer toits 
practical solution than has been proposed by 
any other person. His plan is a simple and 
direct one. Fix adayin the future after 
which the greenbacks shall cease to be a legal 
tender for contracts made after that date. 
Then greenbacks will remain in circulation as 
now, a legal tender in payment for all exist- 
ing debts, and will remain a legal tender for 
that purpose until all those debts shall be 
paid. All new contracts made after the date 
fixed by Congress, say the 4th of July, 1876, 
will be based on the new and permanent basis 
of a coin valuation. There can be none of 
the objections now raised by the debtor 
class ; there will be no increase of the public 
debt ; the greenbacks will remain in circula- 
tion not only for use im the pay- 
ment of debts, but, under the gen- 
eral improvement of the national credit 
resulting from resumption, will gradually ad- 
vance in value. In order finally to dispose 
of them, it is only necessary to authorize the 
Secretary of the Treasury to give 3.65 or 4 
per cent bonds for them. Into such a bond 
they would be gradually absorbed and retired 
without changing their value much above 
what itis now, and during this process of 
ultimate extinction they could be rapidly pay- 
ing off all the existing debts of the people of 
the United States without loss or distress to 
any one, and without wronging either debtor 
or creditor acent. Asastraight line is the 
shortest, why is not this simple plan of the 
President and Secretary the best that has yet 
been proposed? 


THE WNATIONALITY OF THE UNITED 
STATES. 

A paper published at Utica, N. Y., called 
thé Odserver, has made some extraordinary 
discoveries in political history, to which it 
calls special attention as having a bearing 
upon the Democratic doctrine of State sover- 
eignty. These discoveries are: 1. ‘* That the 
people of the United States were not always 
one people,” and in support of this it cites 
that the Puritans were diferent from the 
Dutch of New York, or the chivalry of the 
Cavaliers of Virginia, the Catholics of Mary- 
land, or the Quakers of Pennsylvania All 
this is true; but, when the people of the Col- 
onies revolted, they were all British subjects, 
speaking the same tongue, having the same 
general laws, and the same general political 
system. As well say now that, because we 
have several millions of foreign-born resi- 
dents in the United States, the American 
people are not one people. 

The second discovery is that ‘‘the States 
did exist as separate States, were severally in- 
dependent, and became severally sovereign 
by the separation from Great Britain.” This 
is sheer nonsense. The Declaration of Inde- 
pendence begins with a recitation that when 
it becomes necessary **‘ for one people” to 
dissolve the political bands which have con- 
nected them with another, ete. It further 
recites that Governments derive their just 
powers from the consent of the governed, 
and that, when any form of government be- 
comes destructive of these ends, “it is the 
right of the people” not States) to abolish 
it. Among the complaints against King 
George is that he constrained Americans to 
bear arms ‘‘against their country,” not 
against their States. For this and other 
things he was declared unfit to be ‘* the ruler 
of a free people,” not States. Finally, it 
declares *‘ that in the name and by the au- 
thority of the good people,” not States, it is 
declared ‘‘that these United Colonies are, 
and of right ought to be, free and independ- 
ent States.” The American people, at the 
close of the war, were recognized as one na- 
tion, and not severally; they made treaties 
as andtion, and not severally; they had a 
national debt. Under the first form of gov- 
ernment they had a Congress, the delegates 
to which were appointed by the State 
Legislatures; the number of delegates 
was not arbitrary, because those from 
each State had an equal vote; all ques- 
tions in Congress were determined by a 
vote, the minority being bound by the result, 
which fact alone excludes the whole idea of 
sovereignty in the States. Sovereign powers 
can only be bound by their own express con- 
sent, and not by the votes of others. This 
form of government proving inefficient, it 
was abolished and the present adopted. The 
Constitution upon its face declares that it was 
‘‘ordained and established” by the ‘‘ people 
of the United States,” and not by the States. 
It is claimed that two or more States for a 
long time refused to adopt the Constitution, 
and were therefore sovereign during that in- 
terval, and could have remained out as sep- 
arate sovereignties. This is untrue. The 
Constitution, when ratified by nine States, 
was to go into effect, the others being exclud- 
ed from all voice in the Governmeut until 
they had also ratified\it. 

The third discovery\is that “ this is a Gov- 
ernment of States, and not a National Gov- 
ernment”; and it is insisted that the States, 
and not the people, elect the President ; that 
the States, and not the people, amend the 
Constitution ; that the States are represented 
equally in the Senate; three-fourths of the 
States may make a new Constitution, etc. All 
this is simply an abuse of terms. What isa 
State? It is a local Government established 
by the people residing within certain pre- 
scribed territorial boundaries. What that 
State Government does, it does in the name 
and by the authority of the people in that 
district of territory, just as the Mayor and 
Common Council of a city act in the name 
and by the authority of the people residing 
in the city. Senators are not selected by the 
States, but by the Legislatures composed of 
the immediate representatives of the people; 
amendments to the National Constitution are 
not submitted to the States, but to the Leg- 
islatures representing directly the people. 
The people, and not the States, elect the 
Presidential Electors; no convention can be 
called for the formation of a new Constitu- 
tion except by the people through their rep- 
resentatives in the Legislatures. The ‘‘ State,” 
28 a political corporation, is represented by 
its Government, including Governor, and 
Legislature, and Judiciary. In no relation 
whatever has the ‘‘State” any voice in the 
election of Senators, Presidential Electors, 
members of Congress, or in the amendments 
of the National Constitution. These things 
are all acted upon directly by the people, or 
by the people through their immediate repre- 
sentatives in the Legislature. State Legis- 
latures are not the ‘‘State”; certainly they

| ate not “ sovercignties.” The qualifications 


of Senators and Representatives and of Pres- 
idential Electors are all prescribed, not by the 
‘‘States,” but by the Constitution. The 
original Constitution was not ratified)by the 
“States” acting as political sovereiguties or 
corporations, but by conventions elected by 
the people for that purpose. The people of 
each State are citizens of the United States, 
and cannot be deprived or denied the priv- 
ilege by the action of any State Government. 
As the “‘ States” in their political organiza- 
tion had nothing to do with the 
ratification of the original Constitution, 
which was ratified by the people through 
conventions elected by them for that 
purpose, and as the ‘ States” as political 
Governments have nothing to do with the 
amendment of the Constitution, which must 
be done by the people through Legislatures or 
conventions elected by them for that pur- 
pose, the Constitution itself is strictly correct 
when it recites that it is ordained and estab- 
lished by the ‘‘ people of the United States.” 

We know that we have given more space to 
the quibbling of. this Utica paper than it 
merits; but just now there is a struggle in the 
Democratic party to suppress its ‘* State 
sovereignty” heresy until after the next Presi- 
dential election, and it may not be untimely 
to expose the shallow pretenses on which it 
rests,

A BUREAU OF COMMERCE. 

The Advance of Dec. 17 prints a very inter- 
esting and important paper from the Hon. 
Witiiam Wrxpom, United States Senator from 
Minnesota, upon the practicability apd desir- 
ability of establishing a Governmental Bu- 
reau of Commerce at Washington, for the col- 
lection of statistics of domestic commerce, 
having special reference to the business and 
property represented by railways, ships, and 
other agencies of internal transportation, and 
the values of commodities annually moved by 
them. At present, the searcher for informa- 
tion on these topics has to gather it 
at great labor, expense, and waste of 
time, from the statistics of Boards 
of Trade, Chambers of Commerce, and trans- 
portation companies. To remedy this, Sen- 
ator Wixpom strongly urges the establish- 
ment of this Bureau, limiting the duties of 
such a Bureau to the collection of four gen- 
eral classes of facts: 1. The areas of produc- 
tion; quantities of goods moved to home 
markets; prices; demand and supply of 
transportation facilities ; quantities shipped 
from the United States and from all other 
countries to the principal foreign markets of 
the world; and the price of labor, cost of 
transportation, etc., under which we com- 
pete with other countries in those mar- 
kets. 2. To collect statistics relative 
to the railroads, and all the _ de- 


tails of construction, transportation of 
passengers and freight, cost of transporta- 


tion, rates of freight and fares, and fluctua- 
tion in those rates. 3. The eollation of re- 
ports from railroad companies, express com- 
panies, and sleeping-car companies, as to the 
details of their annual business. 4. The 
‘* collection and compilation of valuable in- 
formation with regard to the improvements 
in the facilities for transportation on rail- 
roads, and on canals, and other water routes ; 
the geographical limits of the usefulness of 
the various leading routes ; and the commer- 
cial conditions, burdens, and necessities of 
the various sections of country served by 
them.” The above comprises the salient points 
of Mr. Wrxypom’s pian, and would con- 


| stitute a Bureau somewhat like the Railway 


Department of the British Board of Trade. 
A bill providing for such a Bureau was ma- 
tured at the last session of Congress by the 
Senate Committee on Transportation, and 
was reported by its Chairman to the Senate 
a few days prior to adjournment. It is now 
pending in that body, and a strong effort 
will undoubtedly be made to secure its pas- 
sage. As to the importance of the organiza- 
tion of such a Bureau, there does not appear 
to be any doubt. On the other hand, it would 
supply a very important want, and by con- 
centrating these statistics in a department at 
Washington, under some competent and skill- 
ful statistician, the Hon. Davi A. WELLS, for 
instance, it would not only supply much val- 
uable information, but it would save great 
labor and expense, such as are involved in 
the journeys of transportation committees. 
Congress would have a complete and of- 
ficial cyclopedia of transportation statis- 
tics ready at hand, instead of being 
obliged to appoint committees and 
send them all over the country at 
great cost of time and money to collect 
them. In this respect, there would be every 
advantage. There is to be considered, on the 
other hand, the danger which grows out of 
multiplying offices, and the additional liabil- 
ity that the Bureau may grow into a cumber- 
some and expensive institution, and set a 
precedent for the organization of more 
Bureaus. If Senator Wrixpom can indicate 
any way in which these dangers may be 
escaped, we fee no reason why his Bureau of 


Commerce should not be established at once. | 


THE FREEDMEN’S-BANK SWINDLE. 

The reports which have been current so 
long regarding the desperate condition of the 
affairs of the bankrupt Freedmen’s Savings 
Bank are more than confirmed by the report 
of the Commissioners appointed to liquidate 
them. It would have been less cruel to the 
depositors had the full truth been told long 
ago. It has been apparent during the past 
six months that there was no hope for the 
unfortunate depositors, and, notwithstanding 
this fact, the truth has only been partially 
told at long intervals, the policy of letting 
down easy having prevailed. The negroes of 
the North and South who had intrusted their 
little savings to the cormorants who managed 
the bank have thus been kept in a state of 
alternate hope and despair, now expecting to 
receive their money, and again doomed to 
disappointment ; while all the time it must 
have been apparent to the Trustees that there 
was no hope for the victims. 

The developments made by the Commis- 
sioners show that the main cause of the col- 
lapse of this bank was not the panic, but 
the corruptions and mismanagement of the 
bank officials. The assets show that the 
President of a Washington club-house got 
$28,500, secured by law. Howard University 
had $75,000, and it is not very creditable to 
that uneasy seat of learning that the debt 
was secured by college property of little 
value. One man had $2,000 secured by the 
stock of a bankrupt manufacturing company 
in Maryland. Some of Jay Cooxr’s friends 
got several thousand dollars without giving 
any collateral whatever. District of Colum- 
bia officials and contractors obtained loans 
amounting to several hundred thousand 
dollars upon collaterals which had no estima- 
ble value. F. A. Dockray, an adventurer, 
got $6,514 out of the bank on a security of 
$10,000 of the bonds of Fremwont’s showy 
bubble, the Memphis & El Paso Railroad 
Company, which recently got the latter into 
trouble in Paris. Thus the list of assets reads 
to the end of the chapter,—reckless waste, 
corrupt management, aud moneys loaned out 


without collateral were as good as those with 
collateral, and neither were good for any- 
thing. 

The liabilities of this bank and its South- 
ern branches were almost exclusively to ne- 
groes. In most instances the deposits repre- 
sented the accumulated savings of the freed- 
men, earned by hard labor since the War, and 
money deposited to pay off incumbrances on 
the little property they had bought. Al- 
though the individual deposits were in very 
small sums, their loss will involve many a 
depositor in ruin, and will entail great dis- 
tress and suffering upon the thrifty and 
provident classes of the negroes. Had the 
disaster to this bank been brought about by 
the results of the panic, the depositors would 
not have been entitled to any more sympathy 
than is usual in such cases, but that the 
freedmen should have been swindled out of 
their earnings by a deliberate system of fraud 
and corruption, made all the more easy 
through the credulity and ignorance of the 
victims, is an outrage of more than ordinary 
aggravation. The highwayman who knocks 
you down and strips you of your valuables 
is respectable as compared with these men, 
who, having obtained the confidence of these 
poor negroes, and secured their earnings by 
flattering them and professing to have a spe- 
cial interest in their welfare, and assuring 
them that in theirown bank their money 
would be better watched and yield them a 
larger consideration than in other banks, 
then proceeded to rob and plunder them 
in @ systematic manner. The woman 
SPITZEDER, in Bavaria, pursued a similar 
course with reference to the earnings of the 
German peasants and servants, and, having 
accumulated their earnings, appropriated 
them. The German authorities, however, 
apprehended her, seized all her property, and 
threw her into prison, where she is now pay- 
ing the penalty of her frauds. There is no 
possibility that any one connected with the 
management of the Freedmen’s Bank will ever 
be punished, although they richly deserve 
it. Morally, if not legally, they are 
just as criminal as the German woman-bank- 
er. They have stripped workingmen of their 
earnings, ruined families, and broken up 
homes,—in many instances inflicted a calami- 
ty which may last a life-time upon their vic- 
tims. If they can be reached in no other 
way, they should at least be made to feel the 
public indignation, and.no trust should ever 
be confided to them again. Equal justice 
would strip them of every dollar they have, 
and reduce them to the condition of their vic- 
tims. . 


THE FALLING-OFF IN EMIGRATION. 
The report of the Chief of the Bureau of 


Statistics contains the following table of em- 
igration to this country from Germany, Aus- 
tria, and the Netherlands for the four fiscal 
years from July 1, 1870, to June 30, 1874: 


1871 (French war year) 
1872 


The causes of this rather startling decrease 
in 1874 lie on the surface. There is a home 
demand in Germany for the heretofore sur- 
plus labor. The nation has suddenly become 
prosperous as well as united, as we showed 
a few days ago, and the working classes 
have shared in this prosperity. Wages have 
advanced from 25 to 33 per cent. The 
speculation which followed the Franco- 
German war has subsided within healthy 
bounds, and business is safe and has in- 
creased. Other causes co-operate with this. 
The Government discourages emigration, and 
has expelled a number of American 
emigration agents from the country. 
The people are proud of their new National 
Empire. It produces a sense of strength and 
security against invasion, and creates confi- 
dence in the future publie stability which was 
never before felt. Many reforms have been 
introduced into the laws, especially in rela- 
tion to the administration of justice and the 
detection and punishment of crime. The 
weights, measures, and coinage of the coun- 
try have been unified, and the banking sys- 
tem is now being treated in the same way. 
The mail, telegraph, and railroad service has 
been greatly improved. The extension of 
local self-government has partly relieved the 
people from the evils of bureaucratic rule. 
These things are producing contentment 
among the masses, and the rapid development 
of industry is giving the masses the wealth 
they have hitherto been tempted to 
seek in America. Still another pow- 
erful cause of the falling off in emi- 
gration is the reports sent back from 
this country and scattered broadcast through 
Germany. These are in many respects un- 
true, but the Government, and the Govern- 
ment-led press, do their best to spread them. 
The more highly-colored they are, the better. 
The reports all tell one story,—hard times 
and scant demand for labor. The papers are 
filled with dismal accounts of American dis- 
honesty, corruption, and demoralization. 
Again, the numerous defalcations of Ameri- 
can railroads in the payment of interest on 
their bonds has excited a great and a bad int 
fluence. The amount of such defaulted bonds 
held in Germany is said to be $400,000,000. 
Many of them have been recently sold for 
one-quarter of the sum paid for them. Last 
summer there were several American specula- 
tors in Frankfort and other German cities who 
were quietly buying in these insecurities 
at 15 to 25 cents on the dollar. It was 
freely charged by the German press tha- 
these men were the agents of the 
railway managers, who had deliberately made 
default in the payment of interest in order to 
artificially depress their bonds and buy them 
in at rates far below their real value. This 
wreck of railroad credit, and exaggerated ac- 
counts of the dishonesty of some of the car- 
pet-bag Governments of the South, have 
pretty effectually destroyed, for the present 
at least, German faith in American honor. 
Finally, the return to the Fatherland of many 
German emigrants has deterred thousands of 
their countrymen from crossing the sea. They 
argue, justly enough, that the return of one 
man who has found the ‘“ States ” a delusive 
Canaan is a stronger argument against going 
to America than the departure of ten igno- 
rant emigrants is for it. 

What is true of Germany is also true, 
thongh in a less degree, of all Europe. Some 
or all of these causes have checked emigra- 
tion from the whole Continent. The sta 
tistics of the four years are as follows : 


The only country from which emigration 
has increased, since 1873, is Russia, consist- 
ing of Mennonites. The total decline, as 
shown by this table, is 134,857. The real 
increase in our foreign population, during 
the year ending June 30, 1874, is very much 
less than 259,956. For re-emigration has 
taken perhaps tens of thousands from us.

** States” (twenty-four of the States have been 
created by it ** for certain specific purposes”), or 
for any purposes; and, 3. That the * States” 
never created it, nor is it their agent or creature- 
The ‘** States” are political corporations created 
by the people to administer local laws and per- 
form local functions, while the * United 
States” is a national political corporation 
created also by the peopie,—not by the 
people of a State, but by the peo- 
ple of all the Union,—for national purposes ; 
and for the administration of those purposes, 
and the performance of its national functions, it 
is supreme, and not behoiding to State Govern- 
ments in any shape or manner. The allegiance 
of the people is due directly to their National 
Government, and not round about or through 
the local State Governments. The Nationa] 
Government rests directly on the shoulders of 
the people, and is upbeld and supported by them.

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Some months ago Cuaruzes E. Pickett, of San 
Francisco, an attorney by profession, committed 
a great and grievous assault upon the dignity of 
the Supreme Court of California by treating 
with contumely a member of the Bench, the 
legality of whose seat was at best problematical.

RUMORS THAT THE BALTIMORE @ OHIO HAS 
JOINED IT. 

There remains but little doubt that the war 
between the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad and the 
Saratoga combination bas come to an end. 
Everything seoms to indicate that the Baltimore 
& Ohio has finally consented, like the Grand 
Trunk, to work in harmony with the combination. 
It did look rather strange during the last few 
days that, although the combination made sey- 
eral decisive moves against this Road in the re- 
duction of rates, it remained inactive and 
did nothing whatever to mect its antagonists. 
The officers of the Road emphatically deny that 
they are in any way in harmony with the com- 
bination, but the Commissioners and otber prom- 
inent railroad men declare that arrangements 
have been perfected by which this Road as wel! 
as the Grand Trunk oan be counted in 
the combination, though neither had actually 

signed the agreement. 
ARRANGEMENT WITH THE ERIE. 

A dispatch from Mansfield, O., published 
yesterday, stated that arrangements had been 
perfected between the managers of the Baltimore 
& Oaio Railroad aod the Atlantic & Great West- 
ero Railroad, by which the time-freight and pas- 
seagers received by the Baltimore & Ohio Kail- 
road in this city and points west will be trans- 
ferred at Manefield, and reach New York over the 
Ene Railroad. As the Erie belongs to the com- 
bination, and still claims to be one of its strong- 
est adherents, the above arrangement could not 
have possibly been consummated unless the Balti- 
ruore & Onio had agreed to abide by the ruies of 
the combination. Theinducement to the Baltimore 
& Ohio was a great one, as by this connection it 
will have one of the shortest hnea to New York 
as well as to Baltimore.

The New York 
managers, nowever, could not allow Baltimore to 
get tae bulk of Western business, and hence

Baltimore, but to all other pointe, Everybody 
thought that this acuon by the combination 
would be met with another reduction by tue Bal- 
timore & Ohio. But, contrary to general expec- 
tation, the Baltimore & Omo refused to come 
down, only adjusting ita tariff to correspond with 
the combination.

It appears, however, 
that very few rebates or drawbacks have been 
made during the last few weeks to anybody, and 
that this statement was only made to direct the 
public from the main issue. In the meanwhile 
the mavagers of the road held consultations with 
the managers of the combination ro and 
finally the above-stated arrangements were con- 
summated, by which the Baltsmore & Ohio now 
secures connection with New York and Buffalo, 
giving it an equal chance with the roads now 
leading to the East. 

COMMISSIONER WADSWORTH, 
who was interviewed yesterday by a TRIBUNE 
reporter in regard to this matter, stated that, 
though all the roads east of Chicago were now 
working in harmony, no éffort would be made to 
raise the rates. The late reduction had been 
made less on account of the opposition of the 
Baltimore & Ohio than by reason of the fact that 
but little freight had been moving lately, most 
of the cars standing idle on the track. Rai 
business had never been 80 dull as at present, 
aod as long as it remained 80 there was but little 
prospect of a raise in the rates of freights. Mr. 
Wadsworth claims that the combination was & 
necessity to enable the roads to do away with 
certain abuses which could not be abated 
unless all the roads could be united. 
Nearly every road in the country bad been 
losing movey during the last few months, and 
would continue to lose money and finally go 
down unless the people assisted them in carrying 
out the reforms at which they simed. 

TWO OTHER PROMINENT RAILWAY MANAGERS 
well versedin the affairs of the combiuation 
stated that there was not the least doubt that 
the Baltimore & Ohio Railroad was acting witb 
the combination. The compact at Mansfield 
could not possibly have been consummated un- 
less either the Erie had withdrawn from the 
combination or the Baltimore & Obio had agreed 
to act with itand abide by ite rules. As the 
managers of the Erie declare that the combina- 
tion is at present stronger than ever, and that 
they are still well sctiaiied with it, there can be 
no doubt that the Baltimore & Ohio has come 
down and agreed to abide by the rules of the

IOWA RAILROAD MATTERS. 
SUITS AGAINST JOHN I. BLAIR WITHDRAWN, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

Iowa City, Dec. 16.—A year or more ago, the 
Cedar Rapids & Missouri, and the Missouri 
Valiey Railroad Companies, andthe “ Iowa Land 
Company,” brougit suits inthe United States 
Cirenit Court, for Iowa, against Jobn I. Biair, 
the distinguiseed railroad man, for the recovery 
of moneys and property, which the plaintiffs 
claimed were withheld by Mr. Blair, as the late 
President of these corporations. Some two 
years or more ago, Mr. Blair was ousted from 
the Presidency and control of these roads 
at the annual election of officers. Soon 
afterward, bis successora thought they dis- 
covered a breach in Mr. Blair's official traus- 
actions, and brought these suits. The 
cases were referred py the Court to ex-Gov. 
Kirkwood, of this city, as referee. For the past 
two months, or more, the railroad companies, 
by their officers and attorneys, and Mr. Blair, by 
bimeelf and attorneys, have been engaged in the 
trial of the cases ip this oity. They had pro- 
eressed up to jast Saturday, when the plaintiffs 
discovered the breach was not so large as they 
had imagined, and withdrew the suits at toelr 
owncosts.

CASUALTIES. 


THE LOSS OF THE LA PLATA. 
SIXTY PERSONS DROWNED. 

The London Daily Telegraph puvlishes an ac- 
count of a terrible disaster ai sea, pamely, the 
loss of the La Plata steamship, with sixty lives. 
The news was brought to London by the passen- 
gers of the Autenor, from China, and the catas- 
trophe appears to bave occurred in the Bav of 
Biscay. The following is the report of Mr. Walk- 
er, late Chief Stewaid of the La Pia a: 

The La Plata, Capt. Dudden, left Gravesend on the 
morning of Thursday, Nov. 26, in charge of Mr, Mar- 
tin, pilot, bound to Rio Grende do Sul, We urrived 
off the Isle of Wight on Friday morning, when the 
pilot left. Tae ship tuen proceeded down Channel, 
and towards evening the wind began to freshen, the 
ship steaming about four knots, The wind still kept 
increasing, till on Saturday at midnight it was biowing 
a gale. We shipped a Leavy sea, which c rried away 
the port jolly-boats and davits, one man being at the 
same time washed overboard, A short time afterwards 
the starboard waisthboat was carried away, the gale 
still increasing, On Sunday morning between 8 and 9, 
the engineer reported the ship making 4 great quantity 
of water. It was then agreed to lighten her, and we 
commenced paying out the cable over the boom, We 
payed ont a quantity and then let it go. By 10 o’clock 
the fires were all out in the stoke-hole, We then pre- 
pared the remaining boats and rafts to leave the ship, 
which was gradually sinking by the stern. At 12:30 
she foundered stern first, with sixty persons on board. 
The only persons who got off were twelve in the port 

uarter-boat, and three others were picked up, making 
inal. Before leaving we saw one Dout on the 
port side stovein, Of the remaing two boats, one was 
capsized when the ship went down, and the three per- 
sons picked up were out of her, The Captain and doc- 
tor remained on the bridge, having failed to get clear 
the patent life-rafts, and both are supposed to have 
suk with the remainder of the crew, when the decks 
blew up. We were in the boats two hours before clear- 
ing away from the wreck, being unable to render 
any assistance through fear of staving and swamping 
the boat. We were in the boat for tweuty-three hours, 
provisioned with only a small piece of cheeseand one 
bottle of gin. We kept two hands baling with buck- 
ets the whole time, as our boat made mucno water. At 
daylight on Monday morning we saw a ship distant 
about 5 miles off. which proved to be the Gareloch, of 
Glasgow, Capt. Greenwood, by whom we were picked 
up about 11:30, and were treated moet humanely by 
the Captain, his lady, the surgeon, Officers, and pas- 
sengers, all of us being supplied with stimulants and 
dry, warm clothing. After being an hour on board we 
were transship to the stesmer Antenor,for London, 
and landed at Gravesend, The survivors beg pubiicly 
to return their most sincere thanks tothe commander 
and all on board the Gareloch, About fifteen passen- 
gere were saved in all, 


A SAD AOCIDENT.

Hogarr, Ind., Dec. 16.—An accident occur- 
red here to-day, which has caused the greatest 
excitement and sympathy among the people. 
Moses Frank, a promising young man of 23, son 
of William Frank, one of the oldest citizens of 
this place, accompanied by ® younger prother, 
who was going out to shoot ata mark in the 
field, was shot by the accidental discharge of his 
gun as they were leaving the house. The gun 
was loaded with a marole, and was carried by the 
younger brother, who wae walking behind. ‘The 
charge entered the head of Moses, tearing the 
whole back of the head off, and cau-ing death 
shortly. The brother and father are almost 
crazed with grief. The brother has to be 
watched to keep nim from self-destruction. 


AN ARM CUT OFF INCH BY INCH.

MORTON. 


Present Status of the Indiana 
Extradition Case. 


What Inspector Harper Saw at 
Lafayette. 


The Charge of Kidnapping Against 
the Illinois Officer Dismi 


The Prisoner Held to Await the Action 
of the Supreme Court. 


The arrest of one R. Morton at Kentland, 
Ind., Friday last, at the instance of Chief In- 
spector Harper, upon a requisition of Gov. 
Beveridge, on the charge of attempted bribery, 
has excited a great deal of atiention throughout 
the Northwest, especially among dealers in 
grain. The circumstances leading to the arrest 
are well known to the readers of Tue Trisune, 
as well as the subsequent proceedings before the 
ludiana courts. The importance of the case 
hinges, not upon the enormity of the crime 
alleged to have been committed, but upon 
the rarity of such offenses. The offense 
with which Morton is charged is said to be the 
second one of the kind in the bistery of the 
country. Cases wherein requisition has been 
made upon aeister State for the apprebension 
of c:iminals are common, where the crime com- 
mitied has amounted to a Penitentiary offense ; 
but this case, under the law, if ali is proven that 
is expected, amounts toa mere misdemeanor. 
which is punishable only by fine, not to eiceed 
$5,000. 

THE IMPORTANCE OF THE CASE 

is further attested by the fact that both sides 
have appeared io court represented by the bect 
legal talent of tbe State. Col. De 
Hert, who so ably defended Mrs. Work- 
man in the late murder trial at 
Metamora, in this State, and Judge Gregory, ex- 
Judge of the Supreme Court of Indiana, con- 

tituted the counsel for the prosecation, while 
Judge Coffroth, with assistants, acted fur the de- 
fause. 

Upon Morton’s arrest and identification his 
counsel applied for his release under a writ of 
habeas corpus. This was argued for five hours 
before Judge Vinton at Lafayette, In the bear- 
ing bis counsel contended that he could not be 
held on @ requisition from anotuer State, on ibe 
ground that the oifense was simply a 
uusdemeanor. The Judge decided iw fa- 
vor of the Illisois authorities, and gave 
them charve of the prisoner. Morcon then 
touk an appeal to the Supreme Court. Io the 
meautine the Lilinois autuorities staited with 
tae prisoner for Chicago, going overiand to 
avoid the danger of coming over the road from 
Latayecte ty this city, the management of which 
was knovn to be In sympatay with Morton. 
Afver che authorities bad staried with tne p:is- 
ouer, the Sheriff at Lafayette received a dispaici 
from the Goveruor, ordering bin to bold dyrvon 
uutal tae Supreme Court could act. 

HEBE WAS A CONFLICT. 
The Court had eiven the prisoner to the Il!inois 
authorities, while Gov. Hepndricas ordered 
him into the cusiody of che  Lafar- 
etce Sheriff. Morton’s frieoads took ad- 
vantage of tbe conflict of aubority, sau 
a. once a pwse of officers was seut to Over- 
take arid a:rest the Lilinois authorities as Kid- 
nap ers. Ihe airest was promptiv made fues- 
da: evening, about 10 mules from Lafavette, 
and the officers, Measra. Kay and Purdy, were 
dungeoned for the oight. Yesterday morning 
they bad a bearing upon the cuarge acainsi 
them, and were discuarged by the o. dir of Gov. 
Hendricss. The prisoner was at once remanded 
to their care, to be heid until the record of the 
writ of habeas corpus could be reviewed bv the 
Supreme Court, now in sess.on at Indianapolis. 
Ihe case will have a hearing § to-day 
aod be finally disposed of. 
tne court sustains the action of } 
Vinton, the} risoner will be turnei over to this 
State ior trial at once; if Judge Vinton’s de- 
cision is reversed, the prisover will be dis- 
charged, of course. 
CHIEF-.NSPECTOB HARPER, 
who has had cherse of the e:.tits case, was in 
the vity yesterday, and was wa.ted upon by a 
igisvse reporter. He coofirmed the details 
preceding, aid was of the opivion that Mortoa 
was but one of an organized ting in the attempt 
to urive I. spector Irwin. om what he bad 
seen at Lafayette, he believed that several prom- 
inent men in indiana, among others the l:es- 
dent of a railroad, were directly or i sdirectiy 
connected with the affair, and be would not be 
a.tonished to see several Lilinoisans implicated 
at the fiual reckouing, from the fac. that he was 
in receipt of ioquiries by telegraph from a 
dealer in grain in Peoria as to Morton’s where- 
abouts, etc. In the prosecuiion of Morton at 
Lafayette he said be was approached io mavy 
ways, and that sundry inducemenis were offered 
him to quash proceed; He says Alorton is 
quite wealthy, aod surrounded by a large cir- 
cle of friends in equally good circumstances, 
He describes him as being about 5 feet high. of 
dark complexion, witha sharp orcunning face ; 
about 40 years of age, high-toned, and gentle- 
manly, and enjoying the confidence and sym- 
pathy of the Hoosiefs generally. If the plan of 
which Morton is accused had proved successful, 
Mr. Harper believes he woulg have real- 
ized therefrom about $1,000 per day, 
while the man bribed could haye pocketed the 
additional sum of #500 perday. Inthe case so 
far he has found nothing against 
MESSRS. SPRUANCK, PRUSTON 4 00., 
to whom Morton bas been ashipper. He re- 
gards the firm entirely clear of any counectiop 
with or knowledge of the transaction. 

If Morton is brought to trial in this city, of 
which there now seems to be but little doubr, 
there is reason to believe that some astounding 
developments will be made. Members of the 
Board of Trade, who above all others 
feel an interest in the result, are 
predicting all sorts oof queer _ things, 
based on facts which have come to light in the 
last few days. Some one will doubtless be found 
upon the “ragged edge,”—at ‘least, it is inti- 
mated that Morton will pot want for a compan- 
ion 1n bis afflictions. 

DELAYS OF THE INDIANA LAWS. 
Special Dianatch to The Cawage Triowune, 

LAFAYETTE, Ind., Dec. 16.—The case of D. A. 
Ray, agent of the State of Illinois, with a requsi- 
tiou for R. Morton, the Kentland grain-dealer, 
on a charge of kidnapping, came up before Es- 
quire Jenks this afternoon. Col. R. P. Debart 
and the Hon. Tf. B. Ward appeared for the de- 
fense, and J. R. Coffroth, J. A. Stein, John L. 
Miller, and Prosecutor Caldwell for the prosecu- 
tion. The Case opened by a motion of Debart 
to quash the complaint as informal and generally 
bad, which he followed up with a long argumeut. 
Stein replied for the prosecution. Ward closed 
for the defense, quoting authorities extensively, 
and denounced tie arrest of Mr. Ray as an out- 
rage and disgrace to Indiana and her judiciary, 
saying ne bad no language to express the scoro 
he felt for the parties who have conspired and 
prosecuted this action. 

Justice Jenks held the complaint good, and 
directed the trial to proceed. An adjournmen: 
was takea till 1:30 this afternoon. 7

Weare underthe impression that 
they do not now levy a tariff of 2c per bu on all 
grain which passes their doors, like the boy who 
made the littie girla pay him 1 cent each per 
week for the privilege of going into school with 
dresses not splashed with mad. If any person 
is now obliged to pay 2c per bu to the warehouse 
on grain that does not go into that warehouse 
he would probably have a good case in a charge 
of extortion. 

From Sept. 16 to Nov. 20, there were shipped 
from Oregon 27 vessel-loads of wheat and eens 
containing the equivalent of 815,583 bu wheat, 
having a home value of $861,606.

he true cause was probably a reactive one, re- 
ceat weakness haviug reduced the volume of re- 
ceipts and offerings, and brought out buyers, 
though these were mostly on the short side.

Oils 
were steady. 

Lumber was very quiet. The bad weather 
checks even the filling of small orders, and the 
trade is almost lifeless. Nails, metals, iron, aud 
shelf hardware were unchanged. Small orders 
are received daily from various points in the in- 
terior, and trade in the aggregate is as good as 
could be expected for the time of year. The hop, 
wool, and broom corn markets were firm. Seeds 
were dull, and little better than nominal. 
A few small lots, just received, were 
offered, but the quantity of seed now placed on 
the market for immediate sale 1s very light, 
though perhaps ample, as there is little demand 
from any quarter. The trade in potatoes was 
chiefly in store lots, there being no car-loads in. 
Choice peachbiows are firm, and will probably 
advance soon, as the stock ia not large, and the 
cost of transportation from the East higher 
than when the old stock came forward. Hides 
were uuchanged. Hay was firm. Poultry, game, 
and eggs were salable.

They redtce the clerical 
force in the Second Auditor’s Bureau from forty 
to thirty-seven clerks of class three; from 
seventy-nine to seventy-three of class two, 
and from sixty to forty-five of class one, They repeal 
so much of the act of the 3d of March, 1365, incor- 
porating the asylum, as appropriates to its support all 
stoppage of fines, etc., imposed on the soldiers or offi- 
cers by court-martial, ali forfeitures on account of de- 
sertion, and all unclaimed moneys due deceased soi- 
diers and ofticers, and they provide for the support of 
the asylum by a direct appropriation, that for the next 
fiscal year being $500,000. Mr. Wheeler congratulated 
the Commitiee on having saved by their action §100,- 
000 for the next fiscal year, on a very moderate com- 
putation. 

After progressing as far as the forty-second paca, 
the Committee rose.

Isubmit, after having so recently been the 
means of extending far and wide the fame of Dr, 
Tyndall, that it is not very grateful or generous in him 
to leave me entirely out of account now. Ifl, by my 
inberent structural and other force, am capabie, as he 
insinuated I am, of constructing a globe and clothing 
it with hfe and beauty, I think it very illogical, to say 
the least of it,.to maintain, as he now does, that, even 
with the proper combinations of filth, over-crowd- 
ing, decomposing matters, putrid water, &., I 
cannot originate and de nove construct so paltry an 
organism as atyphoid fever germ. Dr. Tyndall had 
no right to exalt me so high as he didand then, when 
the ecclesiastical dust which he raised about me is 
subsiding, to spurn my powers and capabilities in so 
emall a matter asthis. I protest against such treat- 
ment, and as you, sir, are the refuge in their trouble 
of ali, from the higuest to the lowest, I “turn to you 
that you may share in the resentmentI feel against 
one who first courts and then contemns,

Thus the innocence of the peasants who were so 
unfortunately tortured has been proved—though 
not quite to their satisfaction.

THE SALARY QUESTION. | 
MEETING OF THE JOINT COMMITTEES. 

The joint committees from the Board of Coun- 
ty Commissioners resumed their labars vester- 
day afternoon in the Finance Committee room, 
at the County Buildings, in regard to the reduc- 
tion of salaries of the various officials. There 
were present Commissionera, Holden, Clough, 
Jones, McCaffrey,Guenther, Schmidt, Busse, and 
Crawford. The former occupied the Chair. 

The Committees took up the question of sal- 
aries paid to the 

EMPLOYES OF THE COUNTY CLERK. 

Gen. Lieb was present. In reply to Mr. Holden, 
he said he had exerted himself to keep down the 
expenses of his department; the salaries were 
only fair. Mr. Drury, the Chief Clerk, fully 
earned his, and the remuneration of the other 
clerks was from $1,000 to $1,500 a year, arid they 
could not be cut down. He had tried, as far as 
possible, to introduce piece work 

Commissioner Holden desired to know if the 
General could run his office, and do the work 
well, for less money than he now received, 

Gen. Lieb thought he could not, as the work 
was constantly increasing, and the expenses 
would now compare favorably with the adminis- 
tration of Mr. Pollak. 

Commissioner Guenther asked if there had not 
been a considerable amount of extra work this 
year, 

Gen. Lieb answered that he had done a good 
deal of work in reforming the business of the 
office, which would not have to be done again. 
The railroad-grab law cost not less than $2,000. 
The marriage-license register he had arranged 
alphabetically, and he did not think the ex- 
penses hereafter would be so large. He did 
not think the office could be run much 
cheaper. The office cort last vear $53,000, but 
Vollak’s expenses were $453,000. Pollak, he 
said, made $42,000 out of the office, and it cost 
the county $75,000. The subdivision of worth- 
less lands, which had to be filed in books pre- 
pared for that purpose, cost tue county a large 
sum. 

Commissioner Clough wished to knowif they 
did not have to get these subdivisions approved, 

Gen. Lieb auswered that taey did in the incor- 
porated towns, but in the Towa of Worth it was 
different. 

Commissioner Schmidt asked the General if 
he would be willing to contract for the duties of 
the oflice and discharge them for a lump sum. 

‘Lhe General said be would consider the propo- 
sition, but thought be conid not doit for $0,uU0 
less than the expenses of lasi year. 

Mr. Holden—Not more? 

Gen. Lieb said he would not do it for $5,000. 
If ne took the same fees as they did im other 
counties be could do allithe work aud give the 
county $35,000 bonus; but, as the law would nou 
aiiow it, he would not take the work ona cou- 
tract and make $2,000 out of it. “*I should be 
Industricus Lieb then mstead of Lazy Lieb, as I 
am now termed by tie papers.” 

COLLECTOR MILLER 
said there were over 50,000 more lots on the 
books now than two vears ago. 

Gen. Lieb said there were over 390,00 lots in 
the county, and many of them wild-cat. They 
cost money to trausfer the taxes, which were 
never paid. The cost of running bis ofjice might 
be reduced by a law providing where the taxes 
were oply 25 ceuts they should not be carried on. 

Commissioner Guenther said that lots of the 
land was worth!ess. 

Collector Miller then produced some of the 
bgoks, which showed that the taxes on many 
lots were not over 20r3 cents. It cosis 10 cents 
to advertise thom, and considerable expense was 
involved in copying these booss over aud over 
again. 

Commissioner Clongh thought the only way to 
meet this expense was to provide that ail suo- 
divisions should be approved before they weuton 
the records. 

Commissioner Holden believed the Legislature 
would pass a law regulating this matter. 

Gen. Lieb said if this were doue he might run 
the otlice for $40,000 per annuum. 

The salaries in the County Clerk's office and in 
the County Court were then taken up, but no 
ckapges made. 

Commissioner Holden desired to know of Gen. 
Lieb if he wouid not take a contract to run his 
office for $45,000 a year, without his own ealary 
of $3,000... This would be asaving of $35,0U00-a 
vear. 

Gen. Lieb was willing, and the Committee 
took the matter under advisement. 

Austin Doyle, Clerk of 

THE CRIMINAL COURT, 
was then interviewed as to the expenses of his 
ottce. 

Commissioner Holden asked him if he could 
rup his office for less than $5,000 per anoum, 
the amount it cost last year. 

Mr. Doyle thought not. The salaries in his 
oftice were only the same as paid in the Circuit 
Court. There were no extra charges connected 
with the office. Since the salary svstem was 
adopted there had been a saving to the county 
of from $3,000 to $4,000 a vear. 

Commissioner Holden—Would you take the 
office, and run it on contract ? 

Mr. Dovle—No sir, I would not; I run it as 
cheap as I could for myself. 

Commissioner Clough desired to know of Mr. 
Doyle what he received when he was Chief 
Deputy. 

Mr. Doyle—$2,500 a year, but mv successor 
only receives @2,400, a saving of a $100 per year. 

No changes were made in the Clerk's oflice of 
the Criminal) Court. 

A discussion here came up as to the legality of 
the proposition made to Gen. Lieb, and it was 
decided to obtain the written opinion of County- 
Attorney Rountree on that point. 

Commissioner Clough remarked that the 
clerks in the County Clerk’s office did not work 
later than 5 o’clock in the evening, while other 
office clerks worked till8 or 9 o'clock, and he 
thought the salaries of the clerks who did the 
lesser amount of work should be reduced. 

Commissioner Crawford thought the clerks of 
the County Court could not work for less. 

No changes were made in that oflice. 

It was decided to reduce the salary of the 
marriage-license clerk from $1,500 to $1,200. 

The Committee then adjourned to meet to- 
morrow morning at 10 o'clock at the Recorder's 
oflice, when they will investigate the saiaries 
paid to the Deputies and employes of that in- 
stitution.

This case, which had such tragic 
surroundings, Mr. Workman’s wife having been 
tried for the murder of the woman, whom it was 
alleged she killed out of jealousy. excites a good 
deal of interest among churchmen. Mrs. Work- 
man was acquitted of the murder, but, owing 
to developments on the trial, was expelled on 
the charges mentioned. 

It is believed, from the character and force of 
the statements which were laid before the Court 
of Triers yesterday, that the case will be remit- 
ted to the Lilinois Central Conference for retrial.

New York, Dec. 16.—The board of Managers 
of the Methodist Missionary Society met yester- 
day to conclude the business of the year.

AN EXPERIMENT IN CHEAPENING MONEY. 
To the Lditer ef Lhe Chicace J ribune: 

Sin: An extract or two from the bistory of the 
currency of England during the reign of EXdwara 
VI. might just now be very instructive and 
profitable reading, if our very progressive and 
enlightened statesmen, of Senator Morton's 
sort, had not destroyed the application of his- 
tory altogether. We are beginning to learn from 
those gentlemen that the experience of the 
‘* worn-out and effete monarchies of Europe” is 
of no sort of use to the * Dird of Freedow,” es- 
pecially when he wauts to soar. 

Perhaps, if you have this letter set up some- 
where among tbe sermons in your paper, it may 
not come to be rend by any of those persons to 
whom historical experience and old truths may 
bring offense. 

I shall only ask you to print two or three very 
brief extracts; but, if you will refer to Volume 
V., Froude’s History of England, vou will find a 
good many striking facts, showing bow apt cheap 
money is to 

GET OUT OF JOINT 
and fail to work when it is most needed. 

From 1541 to 1561, the inflationisis practiced 
up tothe best light they bad upon the silver 
currency, by the occasional addition of a little 
more prass, @ pennyworth or so at a time, to the 
coined shilling.

“At this time,” says Sir James Crofts, ‘‘the 
measure corn that was wont to beat 2s to Js, 
and in March, 1551, at 6s 8d, was sold in March, 
1552, for 308. A cowthat had been worth 6s 8d 
sold for 40s. Every lord caused his people to 
retain their victuals within the country. In 
many cities, schools were shut up; servants 
were turned away, from the cost of maintaining 
them; artisans and tradesmen would take no 
more apprentices ; and, at last, the markets were 
closed. Those who before had bought little at 
high prices could now buy nothing at any price. 
The countrymen so suspected the money that 
they would not take it ou any terms, 

*-And now they do collect ai] the enormities that 
bave grown in 80 many years, 60 that there is 
among them such hatred, such wretchedness 
upon the poor men and artificers, that all the 
crafts must decay and the towns turn to ruin, 
and ali things be in common, or each live by oth- 
er’s spoil.”’—Froude’s England, Vot. 5, p. 400. 

Northumberland, chief adviser of the King, 
replied to these reports in a manner mixed with 
a devotion which the Rev. Dr. Kittredge could 
not failto approve. He said: ‘The begivnings 
of all things in which we are to prosper must 
bave tbeir foundation upon God; and, there- 
fore, the Christian religion must be planted and 
restorei.

THE CURRENCY AS A STANDARD MEASURE OF 
VALUE. — 


To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Sin: Ly nearly all the articles or speeches, in 
Congress or out of it, that we have seen, on the 
finances of the nation, there seems a lack of ap- 
preciation ag to the immense importance of the 
currency, or “ ingtrument of exchange,” as the 
MEASURE-VALUE OF ALL MERCHANTABLE COMMODI- 

TIES. 

The cry from the inflationists of the West is. 
‘‘ The sentiment of the people ig unmistakably 
for more money,”—more money to facilitate ex- 
changes ; but forgetting, or not understanding, 
the more important function of money,—the 
measure of yalues. 

The superficial student of public economy can 
easily comprehend ene of the functions of 
money, as the instrument to facilitate exchanges ; 
but the other and vitally-important use or func- 
tion, without which the instrument of exchange 
cannot be fully and truthfully money ax all, this 
function, as a standard or measure of value, is 
not #o readily understood and recognized by our 
modern politicians. ‘The gentiment of 
the people is nnimistakably for more money,” 
says Senator Morton. Then why not en- 
courage the mining of the precious metals, 
out of which alone money is made and coined ? 
Why pursue such a Governmental policy as to 
discourage the mining mterest, from which 
source we derive *‘ more money,” by substitut- 
ing greenbacks or the National Bank currency— 
mere due-bills and promises to pay money—for 
the real! afticle that costs much labor,—the ele- 
ment that must 

NECESSARILY ENTER INTO ALL VALUES, — 
money ag well as cther merchantable commodi- 
ties ? 

The lack of a little discriminating knowl- 
edge of the laws of values is_ the 
source of much confusion and fog on 
the gubject of our pyblic finances. 
If, at the commencemept of our great Civil War, 
we had been more anxious to have kept the cur- 
rency at par value, as the first issue of $50,000, - 
000 of “demand notes” was, we should have 
saved $1,000,000,000 in our national indebted- 
ness, which, through a greatly-depreciated cur- 
rency, was saddied upon us. This enormous tax 
of at least $1,000,000,000 is but an illustration of 
the immense amount of wealth that has been 
sunk and wasted by the mass of the peo- 
ple in their current expenses, by the substitution 
of our fluctuating system of legal-tender cur- 
reucy. For, at one time in our history, these 
notes, although legal-tenders, depreciated to 34 
cents on the dollar. 

And still the cry is ‘for more money.” It 
does appear, in view of the past history of our 
tinances, that 

THE MOST URGENT CRY 

from our languishing industries, and from all 
the legitimate chapnels of trade and commerce, 
—the one great and all-important demand,—is, 
not more of this fluctnating and depreciated 
stuff superticial economists call money, but the 
introdection of a new and prosperous era by the 
appreciation of our currency to the real money 
standard the world over. J. H. A.

A PLAN FOR RESUMPTION AGREED UPON. 

Special Dispatch to the New York Jaily Graphite, 

Wasurveton, D. C., Dec. 14.—At last there is 
a prospect for some action being taken by Con- 
gress looking towards indorsement of the Presi- 
dent’s views, and a settlement of financial ques- 
tions generally. 

The programme, as now sketched, is substan- 
tially as follows: 

1. Repeal of the Legal-Tender act, to take ef- 
fect three years from now. 

9. A gold loan to be authorized to redeem the 
greenbacks, the latter to be canceled. 

3. A charter to be granted to « central bank 
agency, Which will be to the United States what 
the Bank of France and the Bank of England are 
to their respective countries,—the controller of 
financial influences in our dealings with other 
nations. 

4. Free banking,—all bank issues to be redeem- 
able in coin. ‘ 

5. The whole debt of the United States to be 
consolidated, without ary time fixed for its pay- 
ment; in other words, the relative permanency 
of the debt recognized. As it is funded, it is be- 
lieved that the Government wiil be enabled to 
unite all its outstanding indebtedness in a 4 per 
cent bond. It is anticipated that such a bond or 
consul would sell above par. 

Upon looking over the field, even the infla- 
tionista in Congress are satistied that adding to 
the cwrepcy would not revive business. There 
is plenty of papér money now, and the only hope 
of its entering the channels of business lies in 
an assurance being given that at some time in 
the future it will be discredited as a legal ten- 
der, and quoted at a discount with reference to 
gold. Once insure the demonetization of this 
paper, and at once it will be used in productive 
enterprises. The only way in which paper money 
can stimulate business isin the certainty of its 
depreciation; this makes every oné who has it 
anxious to part with it for stable property, 
Tlénce a rise in prices; hence the rapid passage 
of notes from hand to hand. 


BRIGHTENM@G ASPECT OF THE QUESTION.

Wasuineton, Dec. i4.—A hope is beginning 
to prevail here that some legislation may be car- 
ried through at the present session which will 
tend in the right direction on the currency ques- 
tion.

JUVENILE .OFFENDERS. 


Annual Report of the Trustees of the 
Indiana Mome ter Juvenile Ofiend-~ 
ers. 

Special Dispatch to The Chicage Tribune. 
Inp1anaPocis, Ind., Dec. 16.—The eighth an- 

nual report of the Home for Juvenile Offenders 
was filed to-day with the Governor. The Trus- 
tees report the institution in splendid condi- 
tion, out of debt, and with accommodations 
for 350 boys. The suggestion ig mad 
that the younger ehildren be placed in 
an Orphans’ or Children’s Home, or 
ip private families, and it is hoped that the State 
will provide an intermediate prison for young 
men too old for commitment to the House of 
Refuge, and yet young enough to be influenced 
by wholesome reformatory influence and dis- 
cipline. The report of Superintendent Ains- 
worth shows the number admitted to be 113; re- 
leased on ticket-of-leave, 55; discharged, 16; 
excaped, 7; deaths, 2; remaining Dec. 1, 1874, 265. 
The improvements made during 1873 amounied to 
$10,497.31, and those in 1874 have cost $15, 582.35. 
The health of the institution bas been uniformly 
good, but two deaths having occurred. The Su- 
perintendent urges earnestly the purchase of ai- 
ditional land, the present farm being too small to 
profitably employ the labor of tue constantly- 
increasing number of bovs. The financial ex- 
hibit shows an éxpense of $570,025.81, the ap- 
propriation from the Legislature being for last 
year $37,500, the balance of the receipts being 
made up out of sums paid by counties and from 
private sources.

POMOLOCY. 
ARRANGEMENTS FOKA NATIONAL MEETING. 

At the biennial Convention of the American 
Pomological Society, held in Boston in Septem- 
ber, 1373, it was voted to accept tbe invitation 
tendered by the Illinois State Horticultural So- 

‘ciety, and to hold the next Convention In Chi- 
cago. Accordingly the Executive Board of the 
Lilinois Suciecy met in this city yesterday to 
consider the arrangements necersary to be made 
for the Convention. The meeting was beld in 
tbe office of the Prairie Farmer, and there 
rere present Robert Douglas, President of the 
State Horticultural Society; Dr. E. 5%. Hull, 
President-elect ; O. B. Gaiucha, Secretary ; W. 
3. Flagg. Secretary of the American Pomologi- 
+a] Society ; John P. Reynolds, Secretary of the 
{uter-State Industrial Exposition ; and Messrs. 
Worthington, Starr, Saunders, Parker, Eari, aud

The object of the meeting was etated by Mr. 


Flagg, who said that it was necessary to ascer- 
tain what provisions would be mace in Chicago 


or the Convention in September, 1875. a 
ar. Reynolds suggested thar tbe Exposition 
building was of ail others the best adapted to a 
d pomological dis, lay, and though he was 
not authorized to offer the building, he would 
suggest that the Bourd pav a visit of inspection, 
aud determive for themselves the question of 
ite desirability. If the Convention were held 
during the time of the anoual Exposition it 
would have the advantage of reduced railway 
fares and hotel races. be ides securing & larger 
stiehtion that it could otherwise receive. 

The question of exvense was touched upon by 
Mr. Flagg, whu said that the outlay required by 
the Convention would be partiv made good by 
the State Horticultural Societvs annual appro- 
priauon by the State at gpm and he felt 
confident that an additional apnropriation could 
be secured this wimer in view of the Convention. 
The balance of the expenses would have to be 
miade up by contributions. There was. pros- 
pect that space for display would have to be pro- 
vided for each State, and, if this were done, it 
might become necessary to erect aa addition to 
tho Exposition Buiiding. ; 

Mr. Worthington favored the selection of some 
other place than the Expositiou Building, or at 
least he was opposed to hoiding the Convenuon 
during the progress of the anual Exposition, 
for they would surely be cramped and placed at 
a disadvantage if they joimed in the general

tages to be gained by making the Convention 
and pomological display # part of the Exposi- 
tion, aod expressed the belief that the question 
of requisite space could be satisfactorily set- 
tled.

_t'ae best place in Chicago to hold the exposition 
of the biennial Convention of the Pomological 
Society. Mesers. J. Reynolds, Daniel Worthing- 
ton, L. P. Ellsworth, H. P. Emory, and W. UC. 
EF lasg were appointed such Committee. 

The Board and the Committee then sdjourned 
to bave a look at the Exposition building. ft 
was the general belief that the plan of juining 
with the annual Exposition of 1875, was for the best 
jnoterests of the Pomological Society, and it was 
found that ample space could be furnished in 
the building, the conservatory being given up to 
the display of flowers, plants, and vines. Mr. 
Flevnolds stated that be wouid lay the matter 
before the next meeting of the Directors of+the 
Pxposition, in time to give an answer before the 
January meeting of the State Board. . 

It is to be earnestly hoped that the proposition 
to unite the national pomological display with 
the Chicago Exposition of 1875 will prevail, as, 
in the event of a generally fair crop next year, it

FREEMAN ALLEN. 
STRIKING INSTANCE OF INGRATITUDE. 

A year ‘ago Freeman Allen, of Terre Hante, 
Henderson County, Lil., saw in some Chicago pa- 
peran advertisement to the effect that Aliss 
Molly Parsons wanted to get a busband.

So 
he began a correspondence with Molly, which 
lasted nearly a year, and which closed when he 
discovered she was simply coaxing money out of 
bin. 

This correspondence was published in Tre 
TRIBUNE, and was read with the interest it de- 
served. *It laid the suul of Freeman Ailen open 
to the public gaze. Ove could almo-t hear his 
sighs and groaos as he surrendered one $5-note 
after another—all for love. Ittold of his love 
for nature.—how he was planning a cabbage- 

den ; how he hoped bis love would belp his 

aring, and how after marriage he wouid lavish 
untoid wealti—?100 a year—uron her. The 
public read tuese letters ; and, wijle it laughed 
at Freeman, vet it sym: athized with him as the 
coming of bis sweetheart was delayed monta 
after month, and grieved with him when he dis- 
covered how+he wastrving to get $250n the 
strength of an empty trunk. 

But it seems that acopy of the paper con- 
tainiog these letiors found its wayto Terre 
Haute. Freeman had bid his love in bis own 
bosom, and noue of Lis people knew anything of 
thia little romaace which had gone on in their 
midst. They had poviced that Ailen was at 
times a little depressed, —Off his feed,—but they 
atcriouted ic to dvspep.ua, not to a sorrowing 
heart. So these leiters came upon bis towns- 
men like a thunderbolt, and they were filled 
with exceeding ungodly g.'ee, and they gatvered 
at crossroads and country Laverus, and the best 
reader of the congregation’ read the epi-ties 
aloud, amid much rejoicing, It was the sub-

THE TANNERS. 
ON OF THE CRAFT. 
A meeting of tanners from all portions of the 
country, but chiefly from the Western and Mid- 


dle States, convened 


he referred in striking terms to the prevailing 
practices of salting down and watering bides.

MR. GEORGE W. ALLEN, 
of Milwaukee, was the first speaker. He said 
that the tanvers presented vo front; there was 
po unity, and consequently no progress, At 
present @ sole-leather tanner wheo investing ip 
hides was obliged to buy both fine and coarse 
uideg. What he could not convert into sole 
leatoer be was obliged to sell at a great loss. 
In Eugiand all the bides were sorted out into 
ots, uot by their quality but by the kind of 
leather they would make. What was needed 
most in this country was a scieutilic gradation of 
every hide brought into market, He wanted 
ali grub hides to be culled and sold as 
camaged hides, whether there was one grub or 
a buodred in them. Again, the tanner was 
obliged to purchase branded and cut bides among 
tbose that he bought as first-class bides. For 
some leather, branded hides did well enough, but 
there was alwaysa loss on cut hides. If the 
bide-producer chose to cut his hides, be aione 
should suffer the damages, aud not try to lay it 
on the shoulders of the tanneis. Speaking of 
doctored hides,—that is, hides that bave either 
been watered or saited,—the speaker said that 
the dealer who sold such hides as sound and 
good was liable to a criminal prosecution for 
fraud, and he, for one, intended hereafier to en- 
force the law. 
MR. ELIEL, 
of Chicago, said that he had experienced a great 
deal of trouble in buying hides. The bides 
which the tanners bought for No. 1 were usually 
sold in great part foe No. 2, after tanning them. 
But the complaints of the tanners were uot 
limited to hides alone. There were other injus- 
tices in the busivess which be thought ought to 
have beea righted long ago. Whatever the 
he is expecied to pay 
whatever he scold he 
counted himself doing well if he _ got 
paid for inside of four months. Besides 
this some of the different kinds of ieather often 
remained on hand for several months before a 
market could be found. He hoped that in at- 
tempting to nght the wrongs of the tanners this 
fact would be taken into consideration, as well 
as salted, watered, and cut hides. 
MR. CROWL, 
of Detroit, said that in that city abont 1,000 
hides were tanned each week. The butchers 
take off their hides in a very bad condition. A 
large per cent were good, yet if they 
were graded business could be conducted 
mucb more economically. He said that 
in every car-load which he _  bougbt 
he usually found at le ast fifty branded hides, 
and, as he was a belt leather manufacturer, these 
were of no use to him, and had to be sold at a 
great reduction. 
MR, CONRAD, 
of Loueville. stated that they were afflicted with 
similar troubles in bis city. He thought thatthe 
trouble did not le so much in the non-classifica- 
tion of hides asin the fact that cut hides were 
almost invariably soid as first-class. He hoped 
that the meeting would adopt some ruies by 
which dealers would be compelied to sell good 
hides at good prices and poor ones at poor prices, 
thereby compelling butchers to be more careful 
in cutting their hides. 
Mr. Oakley, of Chicago, inquired if the tan- 
ners had ever thought that they themselves were 
perhaps as much to blame for these frauds as 
the hide-dealers. If the bides were watered the 
tanpers must have been a party to the tran*ac- 
tion. It was the question of price more than of 
quality that sold the hide. 
Mr. Bond, of Toledo, another hide-dealer, co- 
incided with the views expressed by Mr. Oaxlev, 
but he chose to couch them in etronger language. 
He accused the tanners of vaciliating from deal- 
er to dealer, wherever they could buy the cheap- 
est hides, without questioning whether the hides 
were good, bad, or indifferent, 
Mr. Allen replied by stating that he, as agent 
forthe Wisconsin Leather Company, bad bought 
vothing but A No. 1 hides for the past two vears 
for upper leather. Wherever he bought, he had 
insisted on getting firdt-class hides, and he bad 
never failed to get them. 
Several other speakers also volunteered re- 
marks, notabiy Mr. Ullman, W. J. Weeks. and 
Mr. Sbuff, of Louisville, The meeting ad- 
journed ata late hour, without accomplishing 
anything, to meet at9o'’clock this morning at 
the same place.

Capt. Collins, as one of the committee to no- 
tify Gen. A, C. McClurg of his election as their 
commanding oflicer, presented theaGeneral to 
the command. Gén. McClurg addressed the 
regimentina bref speech, thanking them for 
the honor they had seen proper toconfer upo” 
him. He informed his men that his whole soul 
was with them, and it would be his endeavor to 
make of them a command thai Chicago wouid be 
proud of.

All persone whose membership -+ball not 
have been perie ted by the payment into the Reg- 
mental Treasury of their initiatory fee at the time of 
the adoption of this amendment to the Constitution 
sh. ll be subject to the action of suid Com mittee, 

Sec. 4, Upon the request of two or more compa- 
nies, tne Board of Administration shall present to the 
regiment charges against any comp ny, and upon a 
two-thirds vole of the regiment it shull le expelled, or 
reques.ied to withdraw from the organization, 

The amendment as above was voted on by sec- 
tions and carried. 

The next bu.iness in order was the appoint- 
ment of the regimertal staff officers. Gen. Mc- 
Ciurg announced that be was pot yet prepared 
to make his appointmeuts further than to an- 
bounce the new Board of Administration, which 
was as follows: Maj. 8S. S. Hubbard, Capt. M. 
B. Carpenter, Capt. E. B. Knox, Lieut. W. Dick- 
inson, and Lieut. 8. Ap: leton. 

Acommittee of seven was, on motion of 
Quartermaster Gillespie, appointed to wait on 
Gen. Sherman, and the Cook County delegation 
in the State Legislature, and consult them in re- 
gard to the passage of anew Militia bill by the 
next General Assembly. The Committee ap- 
pointed consisted of Maj. Hubbard, Capts. Knox. 
Carpenter, and Hawley, and Lieut. Dickinson, 
Quartermaster Gillespie, and Adjutant Haynie. 

There being no further business before the 
regiment, the meeting adjourned.

LOCAL LETTERS. 
ONE OF CHICAGO'S GREATEST WANTS. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune: 

Sir: Chicago, * The Queer of the North and 
the West,”’ has many noble benevolent institu- 
tions, and yet I would say to her, as the 
“Master” saidtoa.certain exemplary young 
man, who supplemented a vital question by a 
rehearsal of his good deeds, “Yet one thing 
thou lackest.” 

In a great city like ours, and in times like 
these we are now passing through, there are 
many who are temporarily suffering from 
lack of ready means. I do not al- 
lude to professional mendicants or chronic 
borrowers, but to honest, hard-working 
folk, who, by reason of sickness or lack of em- 


bold, are compelled to resort to temporary loans 
upon personal security, or pledges of personal 
effects, to bridge over the chasm of want which 
confronts them. 

This class of persons are, as a rule, too proud 
and independent to apply to relief societies or 
similar organizations for aid, and would suffer 
any amount of privation rather than submit to 
the mortification of doing it, and so they are 
driven to the “ Shyiocks,” who, under the sign of

ployment of the *‘ bread-winner” of the house-—

thi: ty days, ani then, if tbe articles are not re- 
deemed and the usury paid, t are forfeited 
and the pawnbroker as a rule doubles his 
money every sixty days, so that with a capital of 
& few thousand dollars he 1s able in a few years 
to retire with an ample fortune, all made out of 
the necessities of the poor. Now, what Chicago 
wants, and what every large city wants, for 
the benefit of this class of its population, 
18 & regularly-chartered pawners’ x, with 
ample capital, where deserving persons can ob- 
taiu loans upon pledges of personal property 
without being eaten up by the exiortions of the 
ordinary pawnbroker. 

Ip Boston there is such an institution, with a 
large capital The stockholders canuot receive 
dividends to exceed 8 per cent annually, and the 
President and Directors are prohibited from re- 
ceiving any salary for their services. The clerks 
and appraisers, of course, are paid the same as the 
emploves of other banks. When I investigated 
their method of doing business some years ago, 
their rale was to advance 75 per cont upon the 
appraised value of the pledge deposited, and the 
rate of interest cvarged was 1'< per cent a month, 
and the loans were made for six mouths, with the 
privilege of an extension of six months on pay- 
ment of interest, uoless the pledges had declined 
in value, in’ which case, to use stock-jobbers’ 
pariance, the margin had to be made good. At 
stated periods the Board of Directors had to re- 
port the condition of the bank, and if there was 
any surplus after paying the expenses and divi- 
denuds, it was divided among certain specified 
charitable institutions. 

Uf course, in the West, where there is a scarc- 
ity of surplus capital, and the rate of interest is 
bigh, a bank of this description would be com- 
pe.led to charge a higher rate of interest, and 
the stockholders should get larger returps for 
their investments; but still [ think that a pawn- 
ers’ bauk could be established in Chicago, which 
would be a good 1ovestment for the stockhoid- 
ers, and at the same time an almost incalculable 
benent to thousands of worthy citizens. 

My object in this communication is not to ex- 
haust the subject, but simply to make a sugges- 
tion, in the hope that it will attract attention, 
and provoke a discussion among our benevolent 
moneyed men which will result in some tangible 
benetit ro the class in whose behalf I write.

An Old Chicago Amusement Reap- 
pears. 

There is good promise of a skating epidemic 
in Chicago this winter. The mania is raging at 
Paris, bas invaded New York, and, in the natural 
order of things, must become fashionable in the 
world’s third metropolis. The art of wrestling 
with the ice-fiend bas not been in vogue here 
since the year 1867, or thereabout. Chicago 
grew tired of skates, and devoted her- 
self more to the domestic hearth, the 
lyceum, or the theatre. But, although the mind 
may be most developed by the two latter courses, 
the body will demand exercise, and, next to danc- 
ing and the fencing art, what so graceful, 80 
brain-whirling, so ecstatic, as the swift skate 
under certain conditions. One of the first con- 
ditions is that the skater must remember not to 
stand on his head. If this prime principle is 
lost sight of, the issue is sure to be 
aisastrous. In the case of a iady, 
a violation of this rule would involve the penal- 
ty of suicide. And the vital priuciple is to re- 
member that the feet can only spread to a certain 
extent with safety, exceptin the case of acropats, 
Any violat.on of tois rule may result in injury, 
and yet, ou the ice, this cardinal point is the 
very hardest to observe when ssimming along 
the glassy surface. 

Equilibrium is also to be regarded with terri- 
ble sulicitude. The diiference of a single hair 
removed from the left to the right side of the 
head might prove fatal. For this reason skaters 
should always part their hair in the middie. The 
celebrity which the Canadians bave acquired on 
the ice 18 due to this custom. ‘The bat, or cap, 
should be worn straight, for any tilting to one 
side is sure to be damaging. There are 
several other pointe that ought to 
be attended to, but those referred 
to are positively vital. The shorter the skater 
the better. Six-footers are generally failures in 
the accomplishment. Boys, not having far to 
fall, get along .n first-class style. The pavier. is 
not a bad aliy where the femaie experimenter is 
uvcertain.

INDIANA, 


Report of Ex-Attoruey-General Den- 
ny—The State Normai sSchooi—_A 
Lever of bhaucation. 

Special Diepatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 16.—Ex-Attorney- 
General Denny submitted a report to-day to the 
Governor, showing the amount of money he had 
collected for the State during the two years of 
lis tocumbency. The total amount is $299,- 
834.70, of which $182,736.78 came from the 
United States, paid on war claims, and 
$82,372.70 from unclaimed court fees, fines, and 
forfeitures, ete., the majority of which finds its 
wav into the common-school fund, 

The biennial report of the State Normal 
School, located at Terre Haute, was submitted 
to-day. It is an able and concise argument fo: 
Normal education, setting forth the labors and 
needs of the scbool, and is from the 
pen of Col. Dick Thompson, President of 
the Board of Tivstees. The Normal School 
buildin: was erected several vears ago, but only 
two stories have been furnished, and now the 
Legislature is asked for an appropriation 
of $32,000 to finish the basement and third 
story. Appropriations are aiso asked for 
water, steam-neating, library, and _ board- 
ing-house, amounting to $31,168. The re- 
ceipts of the year have been 829 706.83, 
and the exvenditures neerly $10,000 more, loans 
baving beeo made by the Trustees from Chauncy 
Rose to carry on the school. An appropriation 
of $20,000 is asked for the paymeut of the Fac- 
ulty, and a law is suggested for the payment of 
the traveling-expense of students to the school 
from different par.s of the Siate, so 
that its benefits may be more inpartial- 
tv distributed among the several counties. 
The school opened with 21 pupils, and last vear 
had 401, 187 males and 214 females. The school 
has turned out 41 graduates, representing 75 
counties. Sixty-two per cent of th udents 
have been of farmer parentage. Only haif per 
cent had lawyers for fathers, and only 
l'¢ per cent are the children of teachers. 
The total number of pupi's who have been in 
the institution mumber 855, exclusive of the 
entries in the Mode! School. Chauncy Rose 
pays the expenses of twenty pupils at the 
Normal School, and has also informed the Trus- 
tees that he has set apart $100,000 from his 
estate, the interest of which is to be used in 
educating persons unable to bear their own ex- 
penses. He has also contributed $4,500 fora 
library. 

THE WISCONSIN LAND-GRANT. 
Special Diapaich to he Chicage lribune. 

Mapison, Wis., Dec. 16.—The St. Croix & Su- 
perior Railroad land-grant controversy, referred 
to in dispatches last night, is not yet settled. It 
is understood, however, that the Governor will 
to-morrow issue certificates to the North Wis- 
consin Railroad Company for the 40 miles of its 
road uniting with the Madison & Portage, Gov. 
Fairchild having previously certified 20 miles. 
‘Ihe question will then be, whether it 
is authorized by the law of last winter. 
It is conceded that the Company is entitled to 
520 sections of land, and to whatever of them it 
can find within 6 miles of its limits. The Por- 
tage & Madison Railroad Company and the Wis- 
consin Railroad form the Mortgage Land Asso- 
ciation, which claims priority of selection within 
9 miles of the indemnity limits, under previous 
acts of Congress and of the State relative to 

rants of land for aroad from Madisun to Lake 
uperior.

The capture of the young 
ones is then safe and easy. They are kept at 
Calcutta untii after teething. and are thence 
sent to the purchasers. The Sultan of Turkey 
buys many, but most of them go to manageries 
in various parts of the world. Tigers are also 
killed by the natives for their skins, which, if 
bandsomely marked, are worth a hundred rupees 
each. The claws, too, are bought by the Indian 
jewelers and sold for ornaments. Jamrach says 
that the numver of men eaten by tigers in Singa- 
pore is very great, and that an average of one 
Chinese woodchopper disappears every day. 


STATE AFFAIRS, 


Report of the Trustees of the North- 
erm Insane Asylum. The State- 
House Commissioners Make Their 
Auaual Exhibit—A final Appropria- 
tion of $800,000 to Be Calied For. 

Special Dispatch to T'he Chicago Tribune. 

SPRINGFIELD, Ill., Dec. 16.—The report of the 
Trustees of the Northern Insane Asylum is quite 
voluminous, but its interesting contents may be 
stated briefly: The building has been com- 
ple ed upon its original plan, and will now ac- 
commodate 450 patients. Thoy ask an appro- 
priation of $100,000 per annum (for 
the next two years to provide for the wants of 
the patients. Ten thousand dollars more is 
wanted per annum for the purpose of putting up 
outbuildings, and for repairs. 

Since the institution has been open for the 
treatment of persons, there have been admitted 
466 persons,—males 234, females 182. Of this 
number 72 have been discharged cured ; 32 much 
improved ; 42 improved, and 65 unimproved. 
The deaths have been 37. and 4 
have been discharged as not insane. 
There were on the Ist of December, 1874, 
remaining in the hospital, 214,—males, 135; 
females, 79. The daily average is now 210. 
Where the insanity was less than three montis, 
62 per cent of the patients have recovered. Over 
three months aid less than a vear. 33 per cent 
have recovered. The average time in which pa- 
tients have recovered is six and three-eighihs 
months. 

An immediate appropriation is urged for the 
soutbe:n wing of the bui ding, which has not yet 
been opened. for want of money. When this is 
opened the whole number, 450 patients, can be 
received. 


THE EXPENSFS ACCOUNT 
shows receipts from all sources, $124,356.37, in- 
cluding balance on hand at last report. Of this, 
$94,351.70 was appropriated from the State 
Treasury, all of which has been expended, savea 
balance on hand of $1,293.79. 

All the officers have done their duty well, and 
are specially commended. 

THE STATE-HOUSE COMMISSIONERS 

are at work on their report. its must important 
features, aside from the progress of the 
work, which the Commissioners say has 
been very satisfactory, is the financial 
statement. This shows that there has been 
expended since the work began $2,637,675.46, of 
which $1,040,238.65 has been expended in the 
last two years. There is on hand to the credit 
of the last appropriation $62,304.54. Total ap- 
propriations, $2,700, 0U0. 

‘Lhe Commissioners will ask for an appropria- 
tion this winter of $800,000, which exhausts the 
$3,500,000 ellowed to be appropriated under the 
Constitutioa to complete the building. There is 
no doubt that that sum will do, and the Commis- 
sioners expect to complete it within the next 
two years. 


SPRINGFIELD. 
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Pension-Office Disbursements 
mai Kevenne Heceipts. 
Speciai Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune, 

SPRINGFIgLD, Lil., Dec. 16.—Col. Jesse H. 
Moore, United States Pension Agent for this 
district, has just about concluded paying the 
pensions for the quarter ending with December. 
He has about 4,000 pensioners, and the amount 
required to pay them is $150,000, making in the 
year $600,000. 

Col. Merriam, the United States Collector for 
this district, is just concluding his report for 
the fourteenth month of his services as Col- 
lector. In that time he has collected $1,831, 994.96, 
and notadollar remaios on his books uncol- 
lected of taxes assessed by the district officers, 
and but $2,738.27 of taxes assessed by the Inter- 
nal Revenue Department in the district remain 
uncollected, and for this amount applications 
have been made, and are now pending in the 
Department at Washington. 

The judgments agaiust the Pekin distillers, 
obtained at the last term of the United States 
Court, amounting to over $300,000, have not yet 
been satisfied.
